True grit? 

Hollywood actor Selma Blair has revealed 
she has been diagnosed with multiple 
sclerosis (MS), after Living with symptoms 
for 15 years. In a detailed Instagram post 
at the weekend, she wrote: “I am disabled. I 
fall sometimes. I drop things. My memory 
is foggy. And my left side is asking for 
directions from a broken GPS.” 


What is MS? 

It is a chronic condition 
that affects the nerves in 
the brain and spinal cord, 
causing muscle stiffness, 
blurred vision and mobility 
problems. MS is commonly 
diagnosed in people in 
their twenties and thirties 
but it can develop at any 
age. Blair, 46, said she was 
diagnosed in August after 
she fell in front of a doctor. 


Does it affect her work? 

Blair credited the costume 
designer on the upcoming 
Netflix sci-fi drama Another 
Life for helping her into 
character. She wrote: 

“[ALLisa Swanson] carefully 
gets my Legs in my pants, 
pulls my tops over my head, 
buttons my coats and offers her 
shoulder to steady myself. I have 
#muLtiplescLerosis.” 


Is it curable? 

No, but doctors can prescribe steroid 
medication and disease-modifying 
therapies to relieve certain symptoms. 
Blair added: “I want to play with my son 
again. I want to walk down the street and 
ride my horse. I have MS and I am OK.” 


Why did she go public? 

The Hollywood star, whose films include 
Cruel Intentions and Legally Blonde, wrote: 

“I’m in the thick of it but I hope to give some 
hope to others. And even to myself. But if you 
see me dropping crap all over the street, feel 
free to help me pick it up. Thank you and may we 
all know good days amongst the challenges.”

Western hypocrisy is laid 
bare over Saudi Arabia 


Seldom is a Light shone on Western 
hypocrisy and double standards quite as 
brightly as it has been during the unfolding 
drama of the Khashoggi affair. 

Donald Trump has been Leading the way, 
trying to dismiss the journalist’s death - or 
at Least the suggestion that his ally Crown 
Prince Mohammed bin SaLman had anything 
to do with it. And it seems his influence is 
now rubbing off this side of the Atlantic. 

Last week, when Trump openly admitted 
that his priorities were money and jobs, I 
was taken aback. It was the blase manner 
of his admission, that he was basically 
unencumbered by morality or any notion of 
justice. I found it disgusting but somehow 
refreshing that a world Leader was telling it 
as bluntly as it was. No platitudes. 

In the U K, we have known about our own 
arms sales to Saudi Arabia for a Long time. 
They are often a sticky subject, but our 
Leaders wouldn’t dream of setting out the 
unpalatable reality - that we allow dodgy 
regimes to pretty much do what they want if 
they’re buying our stuff - in such stark terms. 
Would they? Well, not quite, but yesterday 
Dominic Raab, the Brexit Secretary, came 
closer than usual. He said the Government 
was “not throwing our hands in the air” 
because thousands of jobs depended on 
relations with the country. A UK statement 
Later offered a familiar condemnation of the 
killing “in the strongest possible terms”. 

Businessman Trump’s anguish at the very 
idea of having to do the unthinkable - turn 
down the money - is clear to see. But the 
Saudis are making things difficult. Two weeks 
to admit the death. No mention of a body. 
Evidence piling up against the kingdom’s 
version of events. He is trying to wish it away, 
hence the flip-flopping. First the fanciful fist- 
fight scenario was deemed “credible”, then the 
regime was “innocent until proven guilty”, 
now Trump is “not satisfied”. 

And his narrative has escalated accordingly. 
On Wednesday, the US President said that 
Saudi arms deals accounted for 500,000 jobs. 
On Thursday, it was 600,000. By Saturday, 
it was “a million jobs”. Who knows what next 
week will bring? Seeing this high-stakes 
game of international diplomacy unfold is 
fascinating and distressing in equal measure.

Stalkers 'should 
be placed on a 
national register* 


By Hayden Smith 

Serial stalkers and domestic abus¬ 
ers should be placed on a new 
national register and monitored 
under the same arrangements as 
rapists and paedophiles, according 
to a Commons report. 

MPs backed calls for a strength¬ 
ened regime to ensure greater pro¬ 
tection for victims who live in fear 
of their tormentors. The Commons 
Home Affairs Committee recom¬ 
mended that a national register of 
serial stalkers and domestic vio¬ 
lence perpetrators be introduced 
“as a matter of urgency”. 

Under the proposals, individuals 
on the register would be managed 
through multi-agency public pro¬ 
tection arrangements. This is the 
system used by police, probation 
and prison services to manage the 


The committee’s report 
flagged up a shortage 
of refuge accommodation and 

raised concerns welfare reform 
was making it more difficult for 
victims to Leave their abusers. 


risks posed by violent and sexual 
offenders living in the community. 

In another recommendation, the 
Committee urged the Government 
to consult on introducing paid “do¬ 
mestic abuse leave” to help victims 
keep their jobs and maintain eco¬ 
nomic independence while escap¬ 
ing abuse. 

The findings were set out in an 
assessment of the Government’s 
strategy for tackling domestic 
abuse. It also said that while evi¬ 
dence indicates the police response 
to victims of domestic abuse is 
improving, there continue to be in¬ 
stances where it is “inadequate”. 

The Labour MP Yvette Cooper, 
who chairs the committee, said: 
“Domestic abuse is one of the most 
dangerous and the most common 
crimes there is. 

“The Government is rightly pro¬ 
posing new legislation and a new 
strategy, but our inquiry found 
much stronger action is needed.” 

A Government spokesman said: 
“We are determined to trans¬ 
form our response so we welcome 
the committee’s support for the 
Government’s planned Domestic 
Abuse Bill.”

NHS ‘faces more difficult winter this year’

The coming winter is likely to be 
even more difficult than the last one 
for NHS trusts, staff and patients, a 
report has warned. 

NHS Providers said that last year 
NHS trusts and frontline staff made 
“extraordinary efforts” to maintain 


services for patients in spite of a 
relentless rise in demand and the 
worst flu strain in seven years. 

But it said that for many patients 
the quality of care fell short of what 
is expected, and it warned that the 
challenges this winter are likely to 
be even more severe. Last winter 
saw medics describe corridors over¬ 


flowing with patients, with more 
kept waiting in ambulances outside 
A&E departments and non-urgent 
operations postponed. 

The report, which is based on 
published national data and the 
views of trust leaders, suggests det¬ 
rimental factors include a continued 
acceleration in demand for care.

Ryanair fails to remove passenger 
from flight after racist outburst

The daughter of a woman who was 
racially abused by a passenger on a 
Ryanair flight has criticised the air¬ 
line, saying that if a black person had 
behaved similarly they would have 
been “kicked off” the plane. 

Ryanair has been the target of out¬ 
rage after its staff failed to remove 
the man from the plane. 

The footage, widely viewed on so¬ 
cial media, has led to calls for a boy¬ 
cott of the Irish airline. 

The Labour MP David Lammy said 
in a tweet: “Boycott Ryanair if they 
think it’s OK for a racist man to abuse 
an elderly black woman and remain 
on the plane.” 

In the footage, filmed by a fel¬ 
low passenger on flight FR015 from 
Barcelona to Stansted, the man 
calls the elderly woman an “ugly 
black bastard”. 

The dispute apparently erupted 
because the women, identified by the 
Huffington Post as a Ms Gayle, 77, has 
arthritis and did not move quickly 
enough for him. In the footage, filmed 
by David Lawrence on the 19 October 
flight, the man shouts at her “don’t 
talk to me in a f**king foreign lan¬ 
guage, you stupid ugly cow”. 

When Ms Gayle’s daughter tells 


him her mother is disabled, he re¬ 
sponds: “I don’t care whether she’s 
f **king disabled or not - if I tell her to 
get out she gets out.” The man is then 


reported to have called Ms Gayle “an 
ugly f **king c***”. 

He adds: “If you don’t go to another 
seat I’ll push you to another seat.”

A cabin crew member tells him he 
has been “super rude” and to calm 
down. Ms Gayle then asks to sit with 
her daughter. Despite other pas¬ 
sengers calling for the man to be re¬ 
moved from the flight, he is alleged to 
have remained. 

Ms Gayle told ITV News: “I’ve just 
lost my husband and now I have to go 
through this.” 

Ms Gayle’s 53-year-old daughter 
told the Huffington Post that she 
had taken her mother on holiday to 
mark the anniversary of the death 
of her husband of 50 years to “raise 
her spirits”. She added that, when 
she complained, she was told to call 
customer services. 

In a statement, Ryanair said: 
“We have reported this matter to 
Essex Police.” 

A spokesman for Essex police said 
it was “working closely with Ryanair 
and the Spanish authorities” regard¬ 
ing the incident.

School under fire for insisting on pupil silence between classes

A West Midlands school is facing crit¬ 
icism over a new policy reportedly 
insisting on silence between classes. 

Ninestiles school in Acocks Green, 
Birmingham, said in a letter to par¬ 
ents that pupils who break the “si¬ 
lent corridor” rule will be given a 
20-minute detention. 


Acting heads of school Alex Hugh¬ 
es and Andrea Stephens said the 
policy would “ensure students arrive 
calmly and ready to learn”, according 
to a letter published on the Birming¬ 
ham Live news website. 

The letter said: “We know that be¬ 
haviour is already of a high standard 
but we want and expect more from 
our learners, and so from Monday 5 


November students will move around 
the building in silence during change¬ 
over times. This will ensure students 
arrive calmly and ready to learn and 
staff can give out any information 
they need to swiftly and easily.” 

The school leaders added that stu¬ 
dents could relax and socialise during 
break and lunch times. 

But the move has left some people 


puzzled, with one Twitter user saying: 
“Baffled here. Beyond draconian and, 
to be frank, probably unworkable.” 

A statement addressing parents’ 
concerns, also published by Birming¬ 
ham Live, said the policy was “simply 
an extension of that code of behav¬ 
iour” and added that it would be sub¬ 
ject to review at the end of the next 
school term. 


Plastic straws 
could be 
banned by 
next year

A ban on the use of plastic straws, 
drink stirrers and cotton buds 
could be in place by the end of next 
year as part of plans to curb the 
escalating problem of plastic clog¬ 
ging up Britain’s waterways. 

Michael Gove, the Environment 
Secretary, has vowed to “turn the 
tide on plastic pollution” by stamp¬ 
ing out the use of 4.7 billion plastic 
straws, 316 million plastic stirrers 
and 1.8 billion plastic-stemmed 
cotton buds in England each year, 
many of which end up in rivers 
and seas. 

The ban was pro¬ 
posed earlier this 
year, but it drew 
criticism from 
some disabil¬ 
ity rights cam¬ 
paigners, as 
straws are vital 
to help people 
with conditions 
such as Parkinson’s 
disease or muscular dystrophy 
consume food and drink safely. The 
Government will now consult on 
allowing straws to be sold in phar¬ 
macies and letting restaurants and 
pubs stock straws for customers 
who ask for them. The distribution 
and sale would become illegal at 
some point between October next 
year and October 2020. 

It comes after a flurry of an¬ 
nouncements of a ban on mi¬ 
crobeads, petrol and diesel cars 
being outlawed by 2040 and a bot¬ 
tle deposit scheme, as Mr Gove 
seeks to burnish his party’s green 
credentials. 

He said: “Today we step up our 
efforts to turn the tide on plastic 
pollution and ensure we leave our 
environment in a better state than

Theresa May’s political survival is 
in the balance as growing numbers 
of Conservative MPs say they have 
lost confidence in her handling of the 
Brexit talks. 

She will attempt to rally support 
today by telling the Commons that 
95 per cent of the Brexit withdrawal 
deal has been completed, but insists 
she will not compromise over the 
Irish border. Her opponents claimed 
last night that they were close to 
gathering enough support to trigger 
a leadership contest, with one insist¬ 
ing there was a “50-50 chance” of 
reaching that threshold this week. 

The rebellion has gained fresh im¬ 
petus after Mrs May failed to achieve 
a breakthrough at last week’s Brus¬ 
sels summit and signalled that she 
could agree to an extension of the 
post-Brexit transition period. 


In a Commons statement on the 
summit, she will say Britain and the 
EU have reached consensus on citi¬ 
zens’ rights after Brexit, the “divorce 
settlement”, the transition period 
and Gibraltar’s status and have made 
“important progress” on transport 
and security co-operation. 

“Taking all of this together, 95 per 
cent of the withdrawal agreement 
and its protocols are now settled,” 
she will say. 

The Prime Minister plans to meet 
disgruntled MPs to head off the re¬ 
volt as well as updating the Cabinet 
on negotiations amid reports several 
ministers are contemplating resigna¬ 
tion over her Brexit stance. 

Mrs May is under pressure to ap¬ 
pear before the 1922 Committee 
of backbench MPs on Wednesday, 
where anger over her stance could 
boil over.

Britain will not cut ties with 
Saudi Arabia despite the desert 
kingdom’s failure to produce a 
credible account of a dissident 
journalist’s death, a cabinet 
minister said. 

Following the intervention 
of Brexit Secretary Dominic 
Raab, five opposition parties 
joined forces to urge tougher 
action from the Government 
in protest over Saudi Arabia’s 
involvement in Jamal Khashoggi’s 
disappearance. 

Amid international 
condemnation of the incident, 
the Gulf state has said that Mr 
Khashoggi died in a fist fight in its 
consulate in Istanbul. 

Asked if he believed that version 
of events, Mr Raab replied: “No, I 
don’t think it’s credible.” 

“We are not throwing our 
hands in the air and terminating 
the relationship with Saudi 
Arabia, not just because of the 
huge number of British jobs that 
depend on it but also because if 
you exert influence over your 
partners you need to be able to 
talk to them.” 

Foreign affairs spokespeople 
for Labour, the SNP, the Liberal 
Democrats, Plaid Cymru and the 
Greens attacked Britain’s stance 
in a letter to Jeremy Hunt, the 
Foreign Secretary.

Belfast clocks 
may fail to 
chime in time 
with London

Clocks in Northern Ireland face 
being one hour out from either Lon¬ 
don or Dublin if Brexit negotiations 
fail, peers have warned. 

Brussels is planning to end the 


practice of changing the clocks 
twice a year after research found it 
was unpopular. 

It would mean EU countries 
would have to choose per¬ 
manent summer or win¬ 
ter time, leaving Belfast 
potentially having to 
decide whether to align 
itself with clocks in the 
Republic or the rest of 
the UK. 

A Lords committee report 
said failing to secure an agree¬ 
ment would mean rules on the mat¬ 
ter in relation to Northern Ireland 
would “fall away”. 

“If the UK then decided to main¬ 


tain summertime arrangements, 
Northern Ireland (assuming the 
devolved institutions have been 
re-established) would have to 
choose between having a 
one-hour time difference 
for half the year either 
with the Republic of Ire¬ 
land or with the rest of 
the UK,” the report said. 
The changes are not 
due to come in until after 
March 29, but the UK would 
have to adopt the measures dur¬ 
ing any transition period. 

The move to end the practice 
needs the support of all EU coun¬ 
tries and MEPs to become law.

Gorbachev warns 
Trump on nuclear 
arms treaty threat

President Donald Trump said Wash¬ 
ington would exit the Cold War-era 
treaty that eliminated a class of 
nuclear weapons due to Russian 
violations, triggering a warning of 
retaliatory measures from Moscow. 

The Intermediate-Range Nu¬ 
clear Forces Treaty (INF), 
negotiated by then-presi¬ 
dent Ronald Reagan and 
the Soviet leader Mikhail 
Gorbachev in 1987 {inset), 
required elimination of 
land-based short-range 
and intermediate-range 
nuclear and conventional 
missiles by both countries. 

“Russia has not honoured the 
agreement so we’re going to pull out,” 
Mr Trump told reporters on Satur¬ 
day after a rally in Nevada. 

The Russian deputy foreign min¬ 
ister Sergei Ryabkov said yester¬ 
day that a unilateral US withdrawal 
would be “very dangerous” and lead 
to a “military-technical” retaliation. 

Mr Gorbachev, now 87, said it 
would be a mistake for Washington 
to quit, and that it would undermine 
work he and US counterparts did to 
end the Cold War arms race. 

“Do they really not understand in 
Washington what this could lead to?” 
Mr Gorbachev said. 

A Kremlin spokesman said the 
Russian President Vladimir Putin 
would seek answers about the 
planned withdrawal when he met 
John Bolton, Mr Trump’s national 
security adviser, for scheduled talks 
in Moscow this week. 

US authorities believe Moscow 
is developing and has deployed a 
ground-launched system in breach 
of the INF treaty that could allow it 
to launch a nuclear strike on Europe. 
Russia has denied any such violation. 


The 1987 treaty 

The Intermediate-Range NucLear 
Forces Treaty grew out of then presi¬ 
dent RonaLd Reagan’s historic 1986 
meeting with MikhaiL Gorbachev. 

The agreement banned ground- 
Launched nucLear missiLes with 
ranges from 311 to 3,418 
miLes. It Led to the elimi¬ 
nation of nearly 2,700 
short- and medium- 
range missiLes as well as 
an end to a dangerous 
stand-off between US 
Pershing and cruise 
missiLes and Soviet SS-20 
missiLes in Europe. 

The US says Russia’s development 
of new cruise missiLes has violated 
the treaty. Hawks within the US 
government also argue it ties Amer¬ 
ica’s hands in relation to its strategic 
rivalry with China in the Pacific. 


Mr Trump said the US would 
develop the weapons unless Rus¬ 
sia and China agreed to a halt 
on development. 

China is not a party to the treaty 
and has invested heavily in conven¬ 
tional missiles, while the INF has 
banned US possession of ground- 
launched ballistic missiles or cruise 
missiles of ranges between 311 and 
3,418 miles. 

Mr Ryabkov said if the US with¬ 
drew, Russia would have no choice but 
to retaliate, including taking meas¬ 
ures of a “military-technical nature”. 

“But we would rather things did 
not get that far,” he said, adding that 
withdrawal “would be a dangerous 
step” and it was Washington and not 
Moscow that was failing to comply 
with the treaty. Reuters

Tackling antibiotic resistance ‘must be top priority*

Tackling antimicrobial resistance 
needs to become a top-five policy pri¬ 
ority for the Government in order to 
help prevent the virtual loss of mod¬ 
ern medicine, MPs have said. 

A report by the Commons’ Health 
and Social Care Committee said it 
wants to see “tangible progress” 
over the next six months to “reverse 
the worrying exodus” from research 
into antimicrobial resistance (AMR). 

Antimicrobial-resistant infections 
claim at least 50,000 lives each year 
across Europe and the US alone, 


along with 700,000 lives globally. 

These figures are set to rise 
dramatically over the next 
30 years, with the death 
toll estimated to be 
10 million a year by 
2050 - higher than 
from cancer and 
diabetes combined. 

No new classes of 
antibiotics have been 
developed for decades. 

They are not seen as 
profitable by drug compa¬ 
nies as new antibiotics are only 
initially prescribed sparingly rather

than as a first-line treatment during 
their patent lives. 

The report says that 
while in developed 
health systems it is 
possible to access al¬ 
ternative second- or 
third-line treatments 
' when patients devel¬ 
op a resistant infec¬ 
tion, mortality rates 
Y and costs of treatment 
are likely to double for 
a drug-resistant infection. 
These generate an estimated 
cost to the NHS of £180m a year. 


Changes to patent law and to the 
ways pharmaceutical companies are 
reimbursed for new antimicrobial 
medicines could help to change this. 

Although in primary care there 
has been a 13 per cent reduction 
in the number of prescriptions for 
antibiotics in the past five years, 
there has been less progress in sec¬ 
ondary care. 

A reduction in clinically unneces¬ 
sary secondary care prescribing is 
clearly needed, the report added. 

Dr Sarah Wollaston, the com¬ 
mittee chairwoman, said: “In six 
months we want to see tangible 


progress on implementing practi¬ 
cal policies to reverse the worrying 
exodus from AMR research and 
development and both Government 
and industry should play their part 
in tackling this issue.”

Trusts save £288m thanks 
to price-comparison tool

Medicinal cannabis, which has been 
legalised in the UK, is an effective 
treatment for Crohn’s disease, a new 
study finds. Researchers have dem¬ 
onstrated that cannabis oil signifi¬ 
cantly improves the symptoms of the 
inflammatory bowel disease and the 
patient’s quality of life. 

Around 115,000 people in the UK 
have Crohn’s disease and common 
symptoms often include abdominal 
pain, diarrhea, fever and weight loss. 

“Many people with Crohn’s disease 
use cannabis regularly to relieve 
their symptoms,” Dr Timna Naftali 
of Tel Aviv University said.

Prices charged for a pack of loo 
examination gloves vary from 65p 
to £1.84 currently, and it is esti¬ 
mated that hospitals use nearly 
seven million examination gloves a 
year. The money freed up could pay 
for 896 knee replacements or 790 
hip replacements.

they can negotiate the best deals 
with suppliers, as well as clubbing 
together on some orders and buying 
in bulk. 

NHS Improvement oversees a 
price comparison tool that allows 
trusts to view a range of prices for 
more than a million products. It also 
sets a benchmark for each product 
to help trusts avoid paying more 
than they need to. 

One trust has saved £150,000 in 
the first month of using the tool, 
after seeing that others were paying 
less for exactly the same product - 
implanted cardiac defibrillators.

Future dads 
urged to stay 
fit for health 
of offspring

Men who want to have children 
should consider going to the gym. 

Researchers found that paternal 
exercise had a significant impact on 
the metabolic health of offspring well 
into their adulthood - and they be¬ 
lieve this could also hold for humans. 

A person’s metabolism governs the 
chemical processes in their body, in 
particular those that cause food to be 
used for energy and growth. 

Recent studies have linked de¬ 
velopment of type 2 diabetes and 
impaired metabolic health to the 
parents’ poor diet. 

Now, researchers have 
investigated how a fa¬ 
ther’s exercise regi¬ 
men would affect 
his offspring’s 
metabolic health 
by studying mice. 

They fed male 
mice either a nor¬ 
mal diet or a high- 
fat diet for three 
weeks. Some mice from 
each diet group were seden¬ 
tary and some exercised freely. After 
three weeks, the mice bred and their 
offspring ate a normal diet under sed¬ 
entary conditions for a year. 

The researchers report that adult 
offspring from sires who exercised 
had improved glucose metabolism, 
decreased body weight and a de¬ 
creased fat mass. 

“Offspring from the dads fed a 
high-fat diet fared worse, so they 
were more glucose intolerant. But ex¬ 
ercise negated that effect,” said lead 
researcher Kristin Stanford, of Ohio 
State University. 

“When the dad exercised, even on a 
high-fat diet, we saw improved meta¬ 
bolic health in their adult offspring,” 
she added. “There’s potential for this 
to translate to humans. We know that 
in adult men obesity impairs testo¬ 
sterone levels and sperm number.” 

The study is published in the jour¬ 
nal Diabetes.

The life expectancy of chocolate Lab¬ 
radors is significantly lower than it is 
for their black and yellow counter¬ 
parts, a new study finds. 

Research into more than 33,000 
UK Labrador retrievers of all colours 
found that those with brown fur are 
also more likely to get ear infections 
and skin disease. 

The average life expectancy for a 
non-chocolate Labrador in the UK 
is 12.1 years, while those with brown 
coats typically do not make it to 11 
years of age. 

The prevalence of ear inflamma¬ 
tion was twice as high in chocolate 
Labradors, which were four times 
more likely to have suffered from pyo- 
traumatic dermatitis, also known as 
hot-spot, the study found. 

Professor Paul McGreevy, of the 
University of Sydney, said he was 
surprised by the findings. 

“The relationships between coat 
colour and disease may reflect an in-

advertent consequence of breeding 
certain pigmentations,” he said. 

“Because chocolate colour is re¬ 
cessive in dogs, the gene for this col¬ 
our must be present in both parents 
for their puppies to be chocolate,” 
he added. 

Across the entire Labrador popu¬ 
lation, the most common health 
conditions found were obesity, ear 
infections and joint conditions. 

The researchers also found that 8.8 
per cent of UK Labradors are over¬ 
weight or obese, one of the highest 
percentages among dog breeds. The 
prevalence was higher among male 
dogs which had been neutered. 

The authors analysed data on 
33,320 Labrador retrievers in the 
VetCompass Programme, which 
collects electronic patient data 
on dogs attending UK veterinary 
practices. They extracted data 
on disorder and mortality from a 
random sample of 2,074, or 6.2 per 
cent, of these dogs. 

The authors caution that the study 
may underestimate the true number 
of dogs with health problems, as the 
data are likely to include more se¬ 
verely affected animals that require 
veterinary management and there 
may be lower reporting of health is¬ 
sues in less affected Labradors. 

The study is published in Canine 
Genetics and Epidemiology.

A ferry ran aground after it collided 
with several small boats due to bad 
weather near the Isle of Wight.

The coastguard 
said the person who 
cried out was on 
board his own ves¬ 
sel and was “trying 
to alert the master of 
the ferry”. 

The Red Falcon has been 
refloated with the assistance of tugs, 
and surveyors from the MCA will 
make an assessment of the vessel. 

The Red Funnel ferry company 
said there had been no injuries to any 
of the passengers onboard, or to any¬ 
one else involved in the accident. 

A Red Funnel spokesman said: 
“Cowes Harbour has now reopened 
and Red Funnel’s Red Jet South¬ 
ampton-West Cowes service will 
resume shortly.”

Busy bees... long, hot summer 
results in bumper honey crop

Bees have been mak¬ 
ing honey while the sun 
shines, with a bigger 
crop from hives this year 
due to the good summer. 

The Beast from the 
East that brought snow 
to the UK in the spring did 
not harm honeybees, which 
went on to make the most of the 


long, warm summer with a honey 
crop that was up by a third 
this year. 

But beekeepers are 
still urging people to 
plant flowers to feed 
pollinators to help boost 
honey yields. 

The honey crop was up 
across England to an aver¬ 
age 14kg per hive compared 
with 10.8kg in 2017, the British Bee¬ 


keepers Association annual honey 
survey reveals. 

A crop of 13kg per hive is consid¬ 
ered small compared to yields a few 
decades ago, the association said, 
but it pointed to new and encour¬ 
aging farming practices that could 
help honeybees and other insects. 

Professor John Hobrough of the 
BBKA, who lives in the north east, 
said: “A local farmer planted Phace- 
lia or purple tansy near my api¬ 
ary and the results astounded me. 
Phacelia is a plant from North Caro¬ 
lina used as green manure to help 
improve the soil. It’s one of the top 
10 nectar producers for honeybees.” 


Starling proves to be star attraction

More than 200 twitchers have 
flocked to a house to catch a 
glimpse of a rare bird that was 
spotted in a garden.

WANDAFERRAGAMO HEAD OF FASHION EMPIRE 


Wanda Ferragamo, who took over 
her husband’s shoe-design and 
manufacturing business after his 
death in i960 and, with the help of her 
six children, expanded the company 
of Salvatore Ferragamo into a global 
fashion empire, has died at her home in 
Fiesole, Italy. She was 96. 

Her family issued a statement 
confirming the death. The cause was 
not disclosed. 

Ms Ferragamo had no experience in 
business or in designing shoes when 
her husband, more than 20 years her 
senior, died. She had six children when 
she assumed the presidency of the 
company her husband had founded. 

“In those early days, I felt an energy 
Like a Lion,” she told People magazine in 
1983. “Everyone was surprised, but I 
realised it was no use to be alone crying 
about my destiny. I wanted to keep alive 
all the efforts my husband made.” 


Mr Ferragamo learned the cobbler’s 
trade as a boy in Italy, making his first 
pair of shoes for his sister when he was 
nine. He Later moved to the US, working 
in Boston and Later in Hollywood, 
where his elegant designs for women’s 
shoes became renowned during the 
early years of moviemaking. 

After he returned to Italy in 1927, he 
remained one of the world’s premier 
shoemakers, with many innovative 
designs, including the wedge heel. 
Before his death, the company had 
about 350 patents and 20,000 shoe 
patterns. Clients included Marilyn 
Monroe, Rita Hayworth, Audrey 
Hepburn and Greta Garbo. 

He told his wife that his goal was 
to move beyond shoes and make the 
family business a fully fledged fashion 
house. With her daughter Fiamma, 
then 19, as chief shoe designer, Ms 
Ferragamo began to add to her 


husband’s Legacy. One of the first things 
she did was to introduce handbags. “I 
was never into that Look,” she said, “but 
the bags were a success.” 

Other items soon followed, including 
scarves, men’s shoes, jewellery, glasses 
and ready-to-wear clothes. Under 
Ms Ferragamo’s Leadership, the firm 
grew from producing 6,500 pairs of 
shoes a year to more than 10,000 a day. 
According to Bloomberg, the business 
has annual revenue of $i.6bn (£i.2bn). 

In time, all of her children - and Later 
some of her grandchildren - would 
become executives at the company, 
each taking charge of a different side of 
the business, based in Florence. 

Wanda Miletti was born in 1921, 
in Bonito, Italy. She met Salvatore 
Ferragamo, who was from the same 
town, when she was 18 and he was 
42. Already wealthy, he was a hospital 
benefactor. They were married in 1940. 



Ms Ferragamo recalled that when 
she met her husband: “He said to me, 
Take off your shoes. I want to measure 
your feet so I can send you a pair’.” 

Two weeks Later, she received a 
pair of black suede Oxfords, with 
perforations in the shape of scarabs. 

“When I opened up the box, bellezza 
she told People. “I had never worn 
anything so comfortable. I thought I

Animals would not be treated as poorly 

The state-sanctioned neglect of people with PDA shames society 



S tephanie Bincliffe left 

school at 16 and lived for 
two years on her own 
with the help of a full¬ 
time carer. Then she was 
sectioned for aggressive 
behaviour. This teenage girl was 
locked up in a private mental health 
unit and stuffed in a padded room 
almost one hundred miles from her 
Nottingham home. Her family say 
that, for two years, she was not even 
given access to a bath or shower, 
forced to clean herself with wet 
wipes while trapped in her lonely 
heil of seclusion. 

No wonder she was distressed, 
compounding the anxiety and loss 
of control that fuelled her panic 
attacks. Despite huge sums of 
public money spent to place her in 
a supposed safe space, her weight 
was allowed to soar. Staff said they 
tried to encourage her to eat well - 
yet one week, she ate nothing but 
ice cream. Stephanie was 13 stone 
when she was first shut away. Seven 
years later, her weight had doubled. 
She died from heart failure and 
sleep apnoea caused by obesity. 

This young woman’s life was 
cut short by systemic failures 
that left her locked up. The cause 
of her fatality was not really the 
calories served three times a 
day. She died because she was 
disabled. Stephanie had a form 
of autism called Pathological 
Demand Avoidance (PDA) and the 
misfortune to live in a nation that 
imprisons people with learning 
disabilities, treating them in ways 
that should have been banished to 
the dark past. 

Her death was four years ago. 

Yet it could have been last century 
or last week. Her story has hideous 
echoes of a case I wrote about a 
fortnight ago and has since sparked 
national outrage - the case of 
Beth, another teenager with the 
same condition, stuck in a secure 
hospital’s isolation cell and fed 
through the hatch in a metal door. 
My angry article, sparked by a 
radio documentary, was raised in 
the House of Commons last week 
by shadow health minister Barbara 
Keeley and acknowledged by the 
Health Secretary Matt Hancock as 
he pledged to resolve her plight. 

But this is not enough. Beth and 
her family may now, thankfully, see 
an end to their shocking situation 
after some publicity. However, 
these are not unusual cases. Many 
more humans are being crushed, 
and families are forced to watch 
in helpless despair as arrogant 
officials brush aside concerns. 


Politicians must act to stop this 
abuse. We know the problems 
and we know the solutions. So 
how about they unite to stop the 
suffering being inflicted on their 
fellow citizens? 

People with PDA, like other 
forms of autism and learning 
disabilities, need support. Instead 
they are being caged like deranged 
criminals. They can live a contented 
life in the community with trained 
carers and careful management - 
although when placed under stress, 
which can arise from simple tasks, 
they may panic into “fight or flight” 
response. But decent care costs 
money. And there are suspicions 
that cash-strapped local authorities 
prefer to dump people such as 
Beth and Stephanie on the health 
service - although this can cost far 
more for taxpayers and intensifies 
their problems. 

This is state-sanctioned barbarity 
that shames society and destroys 
families. Two teenagers with PDA 
were left so depressed they have 
killed themselves in the last two 


years. Or take the case of a young 
man I will call Eddie. He stopped 
school at eight due to poor state 
provision. When his desperate 
parents sought help six years later, 
he was sent to an assessment and 
treatment unit (ATU). It should 
have been a short stay but he has 
spent 10 lonely years in seclusion. 
Five years were in a room about 
ten foot square, with no toilet or 
washbasin, so he often urinated 
on the floor when staff were slow 
to answer his call. Now he is five 
hours’ travel from his family, 
sometimes sleeping 15 hours a day

due to a regime of powerful drugs. 
Like Beth, Eddie has been fed 
through a hatch. Like Stephanie, 
his body has blown up, adding at 
least 10 stone. His father told me 
Eddie is “the loveliest lad with 
the funniest personality” and 
plaintively asks why people are 
left to rot in such ways? Sadly, this 
is “care” in our twisted system. 

We saw the legacy with abuse 
exposed at Winterbourne View in 
2011. Since then there have been 
reviews, promises to free trapped 
people, and talk of transforming 
care. But 2,375 people with learning 
disabilities are still stuck in ATUs 
and almost two-thirds have been 
there for at least two years. 

The Rightful Lives lobby group 
wants action from the Equalities 
and Human Rights Commission. 

For this is a human rights scandal 
going far beyond spending cuts, 
jostling public services, profiteering 
firms and chronic political failure. 
Note also how a recent review 
exposing early and needless 
deaths in the health system was 


largely ignored on release. There 
is a debate in Parliament today 
over better training, thanks to a 
campaigning mother who lost her 
son. But the root cause of these 
problems is far more disturbing: a 
horrific lack of humanity towards 
people with autism, learning 
disabilities and their families. 

How else could Walsall council 
think the right response to Beth’s 
father’s concern was an attempt to 
silence him with a gagging order, 
thrown out in High Court last week? 
Yet such grotesque behaviour, 
increasing family stress, is far 
from unusual. “I was too scared to 
speak,” said one distraught mother, 
whose child was also fed through a 
hatch yet silenced by court order. 
Another knows of four gagged 
families desperate to champion 
their children’s plight. Such are 
the circles of hell within this 
contemptuous system, which treats 
some citizens worse than animals 
while society looks away.

Can it really be easy to just 'ignore the nonsense?

F ourteen years ago, on the ski 
slopes of Courchevel, David 
and Victoria Beckham put on 
a very public display of unity, 
hugging and smiling for celebrity 
photographer Jason Fraser, just 
days after David’s former assistant 
Rebecca Loos had made claims of 
an affair. 

He denied those claims but, since 
then, Beckham has spent years 
batting off endless speculation about 
his marriage to Victoria. Just this 
summer the couple’s PR was moved 
to dismiss claims that they were to 
divorce as “a crock of shit”. 

Things weren’t helped, then, 
by Beckham’s recent interview 
with the Australian TV show The 
Sunday Project, in which the former 


footballer said, “I feel like I’m doing 
okay, but it’s a struggle”. 

He told the interviewer: “To have 
been married for the amount of 
time that we have, you know, it’s 
always hard work. It becomes a little 
more complicated.” He added, “You 
make it work, you make difficult 
situations... er, like travelling away, 
being away from each other, you 
make it work.” 

The interview launched a typhoon 
of clickbait news articles, as well 
as even more Twitter speculation 
about the state of the Beckhams’ 
19-year marriage. Victoria told 
British Vogue last month that she and 
her husband are “used to ignoring 
nonsense” and that they are 
“stronger together” than they would 
be apart. 

She said: “People have been 
making things up about our 
relationship for 20 years, so David 
and I are pretty used to ignoring 
the nonsense and just carrying on 
as normal. But these things have a 
wider effect on the people around us, 
and that’s unfair.” 

There does seem to be a strange 
clamouring for news of a Beckham 
split, not just from the media but 
from the public too. When the 
rumours started to circulate on 


Twitter in June, with claims that 
their divorce announcement was 
imminent, the murmurings gained 
so much traction that Paddy Power 
suspended betting on a potential 
Beckhams split. 

Can it really be so easy to “ignore 
the nonsense”, as Victoria insists 
they do? Reports from this weekend 
claimed that she had “cried for two 
days” after her husband’s interview 
in Australia. The Sun reported 
that the fashion designer, 44, was 
“embarrassed” and “absolutely 
devastated” that David had been so 
“insensitive”. Whether that (slightly 
hysterical) report is true we’ll

never know, but it is fair to say that 
it is unlikely that either of them is 
overjoyed about this Pandora’s box 
being opened yet again. 

In 2007 Victoria opened up about 
the Rebecca Loos affair claims. “I’m 
not going to lie. It was a really tough 
time,” she said. “David and I got 
through it together,” she continued. 
“No one said marriage was going to 
be easy.” 

Marriage is not easy, of course, 
but most of us don’t have bets 
being placed on our divorce. That 
speculation comes with the territory 
of fame; however the Beckhams are 
a well-oiled PR machine with a team 
working behind the scenes to ensure 
they look the picture of happiness no 
matter what’s going on at home. The 
couple’s carefully curated Instagram 
posts, which feature one another 
more regularly, are artful ways to 
counteract any negative speculation 
about their marriage. 

Victoria insists that her moody 
appearance when she’s out in public 
isn’t a reflection of her happiness at 
home. “If I really was as miserable 
as I look in some of those paparazzi 
pictures, my children wouldn’t be as 
happy as they are,” she told Dutch 
Vogue last year. “And I certainly 
wouldn’t be married any more.”

up (I was busted on the wine front, 
but he didn’t judge). He’d been doing 
his Saturday forage round the shops 
and had forgotten to pick up cream 
for dessert. We left together, and he 
said hi to Nick on his way past. 

Later that afternoon, Jim, the 
father of a late friend of mine, came 
round to see us. A meteorologist by 
trade, he now teaches yoga to my 
dad and, every week, comes to give 
Nick a massage while they meditate 
together. 

Jim asked me how we were getting 
on with buying a house for Nick 
to live in. Good in that we’re in the 
process of purchasing a bungalow, 

I said, but it’s slow going because of 
the legal paperwork involved when 
someone has limited capacity.

It’s lucky, I told him, that we’re 
buying from a family friend, Denise, 
whose patience has been saintly. 
Denise is the friend who helped us 
raise money three years ago to buy 
the van I drive Nick around in, and 
who took me round local towns 
even longer ago when I was trying 
to fathom where might be best to 
think about living one day. In fact, 
years before he moved there, she 
suggested I investigate the care 
home where he currently lives. 

Tomorrow, when I leave Nick at 


the care home, I do so knowing that, 
later in the day, my stepmother will 
visit him and help with his physio. 

My dad will ring him on Thursday 
to see if he wants company and a 
“proper” (filter) coffee. 

In a couple of weeks’ time, my 
mum’s great pal Lorraine will go to 
cut Nick’s hair, and listen patiently 
when he says, as he always does, 

“not too much off the top!”. In a 
month or so, she’ll do his highlights. 
She might bring her dog Barney, 
who is the biggest flirt in the world 
and will do anything for a sausage. 

I mention all this because it 
makes me think of the proverb 
“it takes a village to raise a child”. 

In this case, it takes a village to 
give Nick a new life. Nick longs for 
London and thinks, erroneously, 
he’ll be back working there within 
12 months, out of his wheelchair and 
back in a basement flat - and I feel 
bad that I have bundled him away 
from the city. 

But when I think of the support 
network he, and I, have in the place 
where I grew up, it helps me to 
remember that I’m trying to give 
him the best life I can. One that, 
despite brain injury and physical 
disability, involves friends and family 
who step up and show up, week in 
week out. He might not want to be in 
a village, but right now, he needs one.

Margaret Thatcher “only” 
got £3.5m for two books 
back in the 1990s. 

Some return to real 
work. I had first-hand

Bodyguard's female characters 
‘were all dim, devious or both'

Trevor Phillips, the former 
chairman of the Equality and 
Human Rights Commission, has 
criticised the BBC’s hit drama 
Bodyguard for being the “most 
misogynistic piece of TV I’ve 
seen in years”. 

The writer and broadcaster 
(inset) took aim at the rat¬ 
ings winner and said all 
the female characters 
“were dim, devious, 
pusillanimous or 
all three”. He said 
he believed the 
show’s creator, Jed 
Mercurio, had “got 
some pretty rub¬ 
bish (probably male) 
advice on this occasion”. 

Mr Phillips’ comments 
about the drama, which drew in 
10.4 million viewers for its finale 
last month, were made in an ar¬ 
ticle for Television, the magazine 
of the Royal Television Society. 

The novelist and broadcaster 
Kathy Lette agreed with Mr 
Phillips’s comments but added 
that the male characters didn’t 
hold up either. She told The Mail 
on Sunday : “At least the women 
were depicted in positions of 
power and not as human hand¬ 
bags - decorative and demure 
and draped over the arm of some 
powerful man.” 

The six-part series featured 
Keeley Hawes as Home Secre¬ 
tary Julia Montague and Bafta 
TV winner Gina McKee, as the 
Metropolitan Police’s head of 


counter terrorism command, 
Anne Sampson. Pippa Haywood 
took on the role of Chief Superin¬ 
tendent Lorraine Craddock, the 
boss of bodyguard David Budd, 
played by Richard Madden. 

On screen, the women were 
portrayed as highly ambitious 
schemers, with Craddock re¬ 
vealed as a leak of confidential 
information about the Home 
Secretary’s whereabouts to as¬ 
sist in her assassination. 


But despite his dislike for the 
show, Mr Phillips paid tribute to 
the female politicians and police 
staff who have “forced their way 
to the top” of their professions. 

He added: “I am lucky to have 
known several of the real women 
who occupied the jobs por¬ 
trayed - top politicians, cops and 
spooks - all of them forced their 
way to the top of male-dominat¬ 
ed, sexist outfits by sheer char¬ 
acter, and all of them can freeze

Although inspired by Musk’s 
SpaceX exploration firm, 
McElhone, who spoke 
to leading space 
engineers for the 
role, said there was 
nothing “futuris¬ 
tic” about the idea 
of a woman leading 
the first mission to 
Mars, despite recent 
figures suggesting that 
just 14 per cent of SpaceX’s 
engineers are female. 

“I spoke to people at Nasa’s 
Jet Propulsion Laboratory 
and I didn’t notice any fewer 
women than men. Boeing and 
SpaceX have female presidents,” 
she added.

Share your 
swimming 
pools, private 
schools told

Private schools will be urged to 
open up their swimming pools to 
pupils from the state sector under 
plans announced by the Education 
Secretary. 

Nearly half of pupils are 
unable to swim by the time 
they leave primary school 
despite swimming being 
a compulsory part of the 
national curriculum. 

Damian Hinds called 
for the private sector to do 
more to help children in their 
community acquire the skill. 

He said: “As a parent I want my 
children to enjoy swimming as part 
of an active lifestyle, and as Edu¬ 
cation Secretary I want to make 
sure our children grow up safe and 
water-confident. 

“That’s why I wanted to part¬ 
ner with the Independent Schools 


Council to get more private schools 
to offer up their pools, teachers, or 
training to their neighbouring local 
state schools. 

“Many independent schools are al¬ 
ready doing this, but others can and 
must do more to help every child in 
their community. 

“As these partnerships develop, I 
hope to see some healthy competition 
between and within schools so that 
children can not only have the health 
benefit of swimming, but the team 
spirit and personal development that 
comes from competitive sport.” 

Around half of the Independent 
Schools Council’s members that 
have swimming pools, some 
304 of 603 schools, already 
share their facilities with 
other schools. 

Some 72 per cent of 
primary schools must use 
public facilities for swim¬ 
ming classes. 

Barnaby Lenon, Inde¬ 
pendent Schools Council 
chairman, said: “Swimming is a life 
skill which helps develop fitness and 
for many people leads to a lifetime 
of enjoyment.

Khashoggi’s killing was a terrible 
mistake, Saudi minister claims

‘Too early’ for sanctions

The killing of Jamal Khashoggi inside 
the Saudi consulate in Istanbul was a 
“huge and grave mistake”, the Saudi 
foreign minister, Adel al-Jubeir, said 
yesterday as he promised the journal¬ 
ist’s family that those responsible will 
be punished. 

“This is a terrible mistake. This is 
a terrible tragedy. Our condolences 
go out to them,” Mr Jubeir said in an 
interview with Fox News. 

“Unfortunately, a huge and grave 
mistake was made and I assure 
them that those responsible will be 
held accountable.” 

Mr Jubeir insisted that Saudi Ara¬ 
bia did not “know the details” of how 
Mr Khashoggi died and did not know 
where the journalist’s body was. “We 
are determined to uncover every 
stone. We are determined to punish 
those who are responsible for this 
murder,” he said. 

Turkey reiterated yesterday that 
it would not permit a cover-up of the 
killing, which the Saudi government 
initially attributed to a “fist fight”. 

An hour later, an unnamed Saudi 
official offered a markedly different 
version of events. 

He described how a team of 15 
Saudi nationals sent to confront Mr 
Khashoggi had threatened him with 
being drugged and then killed him in 
a chokehold when he resisted. 

A member of the team then dressed 
in Mr Khashoggi’s clothes to make it 
appear as if he had left the consulate. 

Turkish officials suspect Mr 
Khashoggi’s body was cut up but the 
Saudi official said it had been rolled 
up in a rug and given to a “local co- 
operator” for disposal. 

Turkish police spent the weekend 
searching a forest near Istanbul. 

The Turkish politician Numan 
Kurtulmus, deputy chairman of 
the Justice and Development party 
(AKP), said he was sceptical about 
the various explanations for Mr 
Khasghoggi’s death: “If the incident 
transpired as it has been told, there is 
no way Saudi officials can cover this 
up by saying a team came and two or 


three men among them murdered 
him. A crime committed in a consu¬ 
late cannot be carried out without the 
knowledge of the senior state officials 
of that country. 

“If this crime was really carried out 
as has been said, if the evidence really 
leads to that conclusion, the situation 
will be dire.” 

Asked why the Saudi government’s 
version of Mr Khashoggi’s death kept 
changing, the Saudi official said the 
initial account was based on “false in¬ 
formation reported internally at the 
time”. REUTERS

Mr Corker said he 
was waiting for investi¬ 
gations to be completed 
and hoped that Turkey 
would share any audio 
tapes of the killing of Mr 
Khashoggi in the Saudi consu¬ 
late in Istanbul. 

President Donald Trump empha¬ 
sised on Saturday that he was not 
satisfied with the Saudis’ handling 
of the case.

Israel delays village demolition

A coven of witches in Brooklyn, 
New York has carried out its threat 
to place a curse on Supreme Court 
Justice Brett Kavanaugh. 

The Witches of Bushwick placed a 
“hex” on the controversial judge on 
Saturday night by carving his name 
into a black candle, dousing it in “re¬ 
venge oil” and then setting it on fire. 

Their aim was to “expose the fact 
that he’s a crook”, explained 29-year- 
old witch Dakota Bracciale. 

One of her fellow witches, Lind¬ 


say Von Wener, 26, said hexes work 
through the power of positive - or 
negative - suggestion, sort of as a 
matter of “witch-ful” thinking. 

“If you put it out there, then it’ll 
happen,” she said. “If you watch 
Oprah, then you know how to 
do witchcraft.” 

The witches’ actions were con¬ 
demned by Father Gary Thomas, 
a Catholic priest and exorcist from 
California, who planned his own 
special mass to counter the curse 
against Mr Kavanaugh. 

“This is a conjuring of evil - not

“Conjuring up personified evil does 
not fall under free speech.”

More projectiles were 
tumbling down the hulk of ice 
on top of the Jade Dragon Snow 
Mountain that scientists say 
is one of the world’s fastest 
melting glaciers. 

The barren landscape is 
littered with oxygen tanks 
discarded by tourists visiting 
the 15,000ft (4,570m) blanket 
of ice in southern China. 

Millions each year are drawn 
to Baishui’s frosty beauty on 


the southeastern edge of the 
Third Pole - a region which has 
the world’s third-largest store 
of ice after Antarctica and 
Greenland and is roughly the 
size of Texas and New Mexico 
combined. Its glaciers are 
vital to billions of people from 
Vietnam to Afghanistan. Asia’s 
10 largest rivers - including 
the Yangtze, Yellow, Mekong 
and Ganges - are fed by 
seasonal melting. 

“[It is] one of the world’s 
largest freshwater sources,” 
said Ashley Johnson, energy 
programme manager at the 
National Bureau of Asian 
Research, an American think- 
tank. “Depending on how it 
melts, a lot of the freshwater 
will be leaving the region for 
the ocean, which will have 
severe impacts on water and

Eighteen people killed as 
train derails at 93mph

At least 18 people were killed and 
around 170 others injured when 
one of Taiwan’s newer, faster trains 
derailed on a curve along a popular 
weekend route, officials have said. 

The Puyuma express train was 
carrying more than 366 passengers 
from a suburb of Taipei towards Tai- 
tung, a city on Taiwan’s south-east 
coast, when it went off the tracks at 
4.50pm local time yesterday. 

Some passengers were crushed 
to death, the ministry of national 
defence spokesman Chen Chung-chi 
said, adding: “Their train car turned 
over. They were crushed, so they died

right away.” The injured were being 
treated in four different hospitals. 

Photos from the scene just south of 
the city of Luodong showed the train’s 


eight cars in a zig-zag formation near 
the tracks, some on their sides. 

Most of the deaths were in the first 
carriage, which flipped over, a gov¬ 
ernment spokesman said. 

It is unclear how many people 
were still trapped in the train, said 
the spokesman. 

Authorities are investigating the 
cause of the derailment. 

The Puyuma was launched in 2013 
to handle the very difficult topogra¬ 
phy of Taiwan’s east coast and is dis¬ 
tinct from the high-speed rail service 
that runs on the west coast. 

The trains travel up to 93 miles per 
hour, faster than any other in Taiwan 
except for high-speed rail, ap

Voters queue 
for hours as 
Taliban tries 
to derail poll

Afghanistan’s parliamentary elec¬ 
tions entered a second day after de¬ 
lays caused by violence and technical 
problems, as a roadside bomb killed 
nearly a dozen civilians yesterday, 
including several children. 

The Independent Elections Com¬ 
mission chairman Abdul Badi Sayat 
said more than three million people 
out of 8.8 million registered voters 
cast their ballots on Saturday. The 
biggest turnout was in Kabul and the 
lowest in Uruzgan province. 

Polling continued yesterday in 
401 voting centres, including 45 in 
Kabul. The polls closed at 4pm local 
time. The results of the polling will 
not be released before mid-Novem¬ 
ber and final results will not be out 
until December. 

The first parliamentary elections 
since 2010 are being held against a 
backdrop of attacks by the Taliban, 
which has seized nearly half the 
country and has refused offers to ne¬ 
gotiate. The US-backed government 
is rife with corruption, and many Af¬ 
ghans have said they do not expect 
the elections to be fair. 

Officials at polling stations strug¬ 


gled with voter registration and 
a new biometric system that was 
aimed at stemming fraud but in¬ 
stead created enormous confusion 
because many of those trained on 


the system did not show up for work. 
The biometric machines arrived just 
a month before polls and there was 
no time to do field testing. 

The UN mission in Afghanistan 


praised those who had made an ef¬ 
fort to vote despite the technical is¬ 
sues, many of whom waited in long 
lines for hours as polling stations 
remained open late. 


The Taliban had vowed to attack 
the election, and on the first day of 
polling at least 36 people were killed 
in nearly 200 attacks, including 
27 civilians. AP

Rebel attack disrupts Ebola efforts

Rebels killed 13 civilians and abduct¬ 
ed a dozen children in an attack at the 
centre of the latest Ebola outbreak, 
the Democratic Republic of Congo’s 
military said yesterday, as the vio¬ 
lence threatened to force the suspen¬ 
sion of virus containment efforts.

Last month, Ebola containment 
efforts were suspended for days in 
Beni after a deadly attack, complicat¬ 
ing work to find suspected contacts 
of infected people. Since then, many 
of the new confirmed Ebola cases 
have been reported in Beni as the

are raw, funny, and rude - “I’ve 
heard way more appalling things 
in a group of women than I have 
a group of men, because we’re so 
oppressed,” says Jamil - about 
sexual assault, and eating disorders. 

Meanwhile, Gemma Arterton 
giggles about borrowing her 
mum’s PVC catsuits, loving Bjork 
and weaponising humour. “I will 
stand on the soapbox and stand 
and scream about feminism, but 
to get the message across to the 
masses, humour and comedy is the 
best way”.

Why a clean car 
can be a very 
dirty business 

A report highlights the links between 
hand car washes, human trafficking and 
modern slavery. By Akilah Jardine 


T he chances are you will 
have seen them - at the 
side of the road, at petrol 
stations or supermarket 
car parks. You might 
have even used one - with low, 
competitive pricing and a quick 
finish, it is hard not to feel that a 
hand car wash is a bit of a bargain. 
But a report by the University of 
Nottingham’s Rights Lab, where 
I am a research associate, reveals 
that some hand car washes in 
the UK may involve modern 
slavery, human trafficking and 
labour exploitation. 

The police forces we interviewed 
say there has been a rise in hand 
car wash activities in their areas. 
And interviews suggest that 
some workers are subject to some 
form of labour and employment 
violation. This includes pay rates 
below the national minimum wage 
or working excessive hours. 

The report finds that the average 
wage for a day’s work - ranging 
between eight and 12 hours - in a 
hand car wash is around £40. The 
study also confirms that many of 
these outlets are run by migrants 
for migrants. Police identified 26 
nationalities - mainly Eastern 
European, but predominantly 
Romanian - working in these 
businesses across the country. 

The report, a collaborative study 
with the Independent Anti-Slavery 
Commissioner, brings together 
existing research and information 
with new data taken from 
interviews with police authorities 
and key stakeholders. 

Before 2004, hand car washes 
were virtually non-existent. But 
many have since sprung up. They 
are not unlawful businesses yet 
a growing awareness of their 
activities has unearthed a host 
of violations. 

A major concern around these 
businesses is labour exploitation 
and modern slavery. The report 
reveals how police investigations 


have raised concerns around 
wages, working conditions and 
health and safety. Some workers 
were also housed in substandard 
or dilapidated accommodation. 

Hand car washes are not 
regulated in the UK. So it is 
difficult to assess exactly how 
many exist, where they exist 
and, consequently, the true scale 
of exploitation. In the absence 
of such data, the report aims to 
provide a better understanding 
of labour abuses in this sector. It 
also explores the challenges and 
approaches to tackling them. 

One police force described a 
case of individuals trafficked from 
Romania who were paid just £10 
for two weeks’ work. 

But despite the circumstances 
a lot of these employees may be 
in, many do not see themselves as 
victims - seeing hand car washing 
as a better opportunity than none. 

And this perception of being 
“victimless” could lead to 
exploitative labour practices 
being overlooked, as they are not 
reported. Some also tend not to 
engage with authorities because 
they think they will be treated as 
illegal immigrants. 

Of course, some of these 
businesses are operating 
ethically and responsibly. But 
given that exploitation at hand 
car washes often hides in plain 
sight, the public can play a role 
in tackling potentially abusive 
labour practices. 

For example, the Safe Car Wash 
app has a checklist that motorists 
can complete when they use a hand 
car wash - and there is a contact 
number if warning signs are 
flagged up. 

This is important because 
while it might be easy to ignore 
the problem, this is about real 
people who may be trapped in 
exploitation, living under the 
threat of violence, with no options.

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G oing to bed should be one 
of life’s luxuries, some¬ 
thing you often long for 
all day. Imagine, though, 
if it was something you 
dreaded; if the idea of going to sleep 
filled you with such terror you kept 
yourself awake for hours to avoid it. 

This is the reality for many suffer¬ 
ers of sleep paralysis. It’s a condition 
I have struggled with for 20 years, 
since I was 15. If you have never ex¬ 
perienced it, you’re lucky. 

I will wake up but it’s only my brain 
which is awake. My whole body is 
locked in stillness. I can’t open my 
eyes, move my limbs or scream. It’s 
the worst nightmare you’ve ever 
had, only it’s really happening. 

The first time I experienced it 
I was sleeping over at a friend’s 
house. I awoke and could hear my 
friends chatting in her bedroom but 
I couldn’t join in or tell them I was 
awake. It felt like I was trapped for 
an eternity but in reality it only lasts 
for a matter of seconds. 

Since then I’ve experienced it 
regularly, sometimes once a week, 
sometimes every night. It never be¬ 
comes any less terrifying; every time 
it happens, I’m convinced that this is 
the time it will last forever and I will 
become a prisoner in my own body. 
Sometimes my husband can hear 
me trying to scream, a noise he de¬ 
scribes as chilling, one that sounds 
as if someone has their hand over my 
mouth and I’m struggling to make 
myself heard. 

Eventually I can open my eyes, 
and as life comes back into my body, 

I choke for breath, sitting bolt up¬ 
right. If it’s the middle of the night, 
it’s almost impossible to go back to 
sleep because I’m scared it will hap¬ 
pen straight away again. 

Sleep paralysis is rarely discussed, 
and not much research has been 
done to explain exactly how and why 
it happens; this is despite the fact it’s 
thought to affect at least one in four 
of us at some point in our lives. 

Recent research by Altitude Film 
Distribution - the company behind a 
film about the condition called The 
Nightmare - commissioned a poll of 
1,000 UK residents to discover more 
about sleep paralysis. It found that 
30 per cent of those questioned had 
experienced sleep paralysis at least 
once, and that, statistically, sleep pa¬ 
ralysis is more common than colour 
blindness or being left-handed. 

Matthew Walker, author of the 
best-selling 2017 book Why We Sleep 
and professor of neuroscience and 
psychology at the University of Cali¬ 
fornia, Berkeley, says that in order to 
understand what sleep paralysis is, 
we have to understand REM sleep. 

“During sleep humans go through 
two different types of sleep; one 
is non rapid eye movement sleep, 
the other is REM sleep,” Professor 
Walker explains. “It’s during REM 
sleep that we principally dream and 
it’s from REM sleep that we will ex¬ 
perience sleep paralysis.” 

He continues:“One of the fascinat¬ 
ing features of REM sleep dreaming 
is not simply the fact that your brain 
is filled with stunning hallucinogenic 
visuals that we call dreams but that 
there is another mechanism that 
happens just before you go into a 
period of REM sleep: the brain stem 
will send a signal all the way down 
the spinal cord and it will paralyse 
all of the voluntary muscles in the 
body. These are controlled by what 
we call the alpha motor neurons in 
the spinal cord. The brain paraly-

ses the body so the mind can dream 
safely. So we are locked in this self-in¬ 
carceration of total muscle paralysis. 
We can’t move, we can’t shout out. 
This is for good reason - it protects 
the sleeping individual.” 

Why we get locked in that paraly¬ 
sis is up for debate. Triggers I have 
noticed include extreme tiredness, 
sleeping on my back, anxiety and 
alcohol. Dr Nerina Ramlakhan, a 
physiologist and sleep therapist, tells 
me that she believes sleep paralysis 
is more prevalent in people who have 
an overstimulation of the nervous 
system, for whatever reason. 

“You’re more likely to see this in 
people who are experiencing a lot of 
stress in their waking hours. As well 
as people who are overstimulated, 
who are using their technology late 
at night.” 

Dr Ramlakhan adds that we 
should be wary of what we watch, 
or read, before we go to sleep if we 
are susceptible to sleep paralysis or 
night terrors. “What you’re exposed 



to when you’re awake will filter into 
your sleep from your subconscious. 
It makes a story out of it.” 

One of the best things you can do 
to avoid sleep paralysis occurring is 
to regulate your sleep. Geeta Sidhu- 
Robb, a holistic health expert who 
specialises in helping her clients 
get better sleep, says: “If you sleep 
within regular sleep slots your body 
starts to learn how much time it has 
to sleep. 

“The body works on pre-emption: 
I’m going to eat now, I’m going to 
rest now...it works on rhythms. The 
more you systemise sleep and create 
rhythm, the better it is,” she adds. 

I have noticed that I am far more 
likely to get sleep paralysis in the 
morning, especially if I sleep in late. 
Professor Walker provides a scientif¬ 
ic explanation for this. “REM sleep is 
not distributed throughout the night 
evenly. Every night we go through a 
90-minute cycle of sleep, we go down 
into non REM sleep and then we pop 
up for a period of REM sleep. Then 
again and again,” he says. 

“That cycle in humans is stable 
across the night. What changes is 
the ratio of REM to non REM as 
you move across the night. In the 
first half of the night the major¬ 
ity of those 90-minute cycles are 
deep non REM sleep, but in the 
second half much more are com¬ 
prised of REM sleep. If the sleep 
paralysis is occurring from REM 
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sleep, the more REM sleep you have 
the higher the probability of having 
sleep paralysis.” 

One of the first real descriptions 
of sleep paralysis in a clinical con¬ 
text was in 1664 in the Dutch physi¬ 
cian Isbrand Van Diemerbroeck’s 
collection of case histories. One case 
describes the nightly experiences of 
a 50-year-old woman, who believed 
the Devil, or a thief, lay upon her 
and held her down, so that she could 
hardly speak or breathe. 

Van Diemerbroeck described this 
creature as an “incubus”. 

You can see something similar 
in Henry Fuseli’s 1781 painting The 
Nightmare, which depicts a woman 
draped on the bed with a demonic 
ape-like incubus sat on her chest. 

This demonic presence is a uni¬ 
versal symbol of sleep paralysis that 
continues to be identified to this day - 
it’s for this reason that in some coun¬ 
tries people who experience sleep 
paralysis are sent to have exorcisms. 

I have only experienced it, thank¬ 
fully, once. I was dozing on my sofa 
when I became paralysed and - 
thinking I was actually awake - saw

a terrifying old witch, with no legs, 
dragging herself towards me across 
my living room floor and screaming. 

Many sleep paralysis sufferers 
experience the sensation of a demon 
pushing on their chest. Lauren, 31, 
from London tells me about her ex¬ 
perience. “I feel someone’s presence 
in the room, then I hear whispering 
and talking in my ear. My view is al¬ 
ways my bedroom with dark shad¬ 
ows. The demonic figure is normally 
like black mist. I feel pressure on my 
chest and a hand round my neck like 
I can’t breathe. While all that is hap¬ 
pening, I can’t move.” 

Dr Ramlakhan says that this de¬ 
monic presence stems from an in¬ 
nate sense of vulnerability. “What it 
comes down to is feeling safe. When 
we sleep at night we go into a vul¬ 
nerable state. It’s an act of trust and 
faith, but as you go into the deeper 
stages of sleep and let go of con¬ 
sciousness you can’t always discern 
between what is real and what is im¬ 
aginary and what you’ve picked up 
during the day. 

“If you have been feeling unset¬ 
tled, stressed, worried or scared, 
then your subconscious could make 
big scary monsters out of it.” 

It might be that this presence is 
less about feeling vulnerable and 
more about the pressures we place 
on ourselves throughout the day. 
Sidhu-Robb identifies a demonic 
presence during an episode of sleep 
paralysis as a “displacement of 
your own negative energy hanging 
over you”. 

She adds: “If you’re a perfectionist 
and you’re very hard on yourself, this 
could be a manifestation of that. You 
tell yourself you’re not good enough. 
I don’t believe it’s a demonic pres¬ 
ence. It’s your own inner demons.” 

The research done by Altitude 
suggests that 38 per cent of people 
who have experienced sleep paraly¬ 
sis don’t understand it and attribute 
it to a having stroke, dying, being 
abducted by aliens or possessed 
by ghosts. 

Professor Walker thinks that most 
cases of alien abduction can be ex¬ 
plained by sleep paralysis. 

“In those cases, people will claim 
that people tried to do things to them 
when they’re in their bed. They will 
say there was an ominous pres¬ 
ence, they had been injected with a 
paralysing agent and couldn’t fight 
back; that they couldn’t open their 
eyes or shout for help. This is typical 
sleep paralysis.” 

Besides avoiding caffeine, alcohol 
and screens before sleep, as well as 
trying to adopt a regular sleep pat¬ 
tern, Professor Walker says one of 
the best pieces of practical advice 
when it comes to sleep paralysis is 
not to panic: nothing truly awful is 
actually happening to you. 

“I experienced it when I was doing 
overnight sleep experiments and 
slept late into the day. Simply know¬ 
ing what it was helped me not to 
panic. Hopefully by reading an expla¬ 
nation people will learn not to think 
it’s something strange or something 
bad that’s happening - it happens to 
a great number of people.” 

“Knowledge really is your best 
friend in these circumstances.”

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Sherry in Jerez 


Wine tourism may be the main draw, says 
John Clarke, but the traditional home of 
sherry has plenty more to offer 




f all the drinking com¬ 
panions in all the world, 
I never expected mine 
to be a mouse. 

We’re standing by 
a small glass of sherry carefully 
placed on an aisle in one of the vast 
bodegas - overground cellars - at 
the Gonzalez Byass winery in Jerez 
de la Frontera. 

There’s a strong, sweet and 
yeasty smell from the thousands of 
black barrels that line the floor and 
stack up towards the roof. Count¬ 
less gallons are slowly maturing in 
American oak casks using the tradi¬ 
tional solera process - in which the 
sherry is slowly blended by adding 
vintages from different barrels in 
strict rotation. 

But there, on the floor, is a glass of 
the finished product. And, propped 
up against it, is a tiny wooden lad¬ 
der - the type you see in budgerigar 
cages. For the mice. 

Mice, explains our guide Sylvain, 
are a common problem in Jerez win¬ 
eries. Some places get a cat, but the 
workers at Gonzalez Byass - home 
to the famous Tio Pepe sherry - 
decided long ago to embrace their 
teeny guests. So a glass of sherry 
is put out each day for them, along 
with the ladder to provide easy ac¬ 
cess. Just another urban myth, I 
think - until I see the photographs. 

It’s not just mice who love sherry, 
of course; the Brits have been fans 
of the fortified wine for the past 600 
years or so. Shakespeare’s Falstaff 
was an aficionado; nowadays the 


drier fino varieties are popular as an 
accompaniment to tapas. 

As the traditional home of sherry, 
Jerez - on Spain’s south-western 
tip, 14 miles inland from Cadiz - is 
the place to learn what goes into a 
fine amontillado or manzanilla. And 
the English links which were estab¬ 
lished during the 18th and 19th cen¬ 
turies shine strongly in the winery 
names: Harveys (founded in Bristol 
in 1796) and Williams & Humbert, 
which dates back to 1877. 

Gonzalez Byass, founded in 1835 
by Manuel Maria Gonzalez Angel 
and his British agent Robert Blake 
Byass, is the largest winery in the 
city. Through its wrought iron gates, 
a giant statue of the famous Tio Pepe 
trademark - a bottle with a red hat

and jacket and a guitar - casts a be¬ 
nevolent eye over visitors. This was 
once a private mansion, and there 
are still beautifully laid out gardens, 
tinkling fountains and avenues shad¬ 
ed from the harsh midday sun by an¬ 
cient grapevines. 

While some of the bodegas inside 
the grounds are more for show - in¬ 
cluding a circular pavilion with a 
dome designed by none other than 
Gustav Eiffel - others, including a 
modern three-storey warehouse, 
are where the real work of produc¬ 
ing one of the world’s top sherry 
brands goes on. In the older part of 
the winery is a section where 
celebrity visitors have 
autographed bar¬ 
rels: from Bobby 
Charlton, fresh 
from England’s 
World Cup win I 
in 1966, to Orson 
Welles, Steven 
Spielberg and the 
Duke of Edinburgh. 

Wine tourism may 
be the main draw, but Jerez 
has plenty more to offer. The 11th- 
century Alcazar fortress is the city’s 
oldest building, a throwback to when 
Jerez was part of the Moorish king¬ 
dom. Today, you can walk through 
the palm-lined gardens, past im¬ 
posing battlements and carefully 
preserved baths and olive mills. The 
“casco antiguo”, or old town, mean¬ 
while, offers open-air living that the 
British can only envy. 

And then there’s the food. We start 
the day at the covered Mercado Cen¬ 
tral de Abastos where stalls laden 
with olives, oranges, potatoes, garlic, 
and peppers jostle with mountains of 
fresh cod, hake, tuna and squid. 

Breakfast at the La Plaza cafe 
next door consists of coffee, brus- 
chetta with Serrano ham and man- 
chego, plus a mountain of churros: 
freshly made, light and not sickly- 
sweet as they are back home. For 
lunch, every restaurant has a bewil¬ 
dering array of tapas dishes, from 
wafer-thin prawn fritters to classic 
potato-and-egg tortillas. Even din¬ 
ner involves sherry - a five-course 
pairing menu at La Carbona, in an 
old bodega, mixes marinated salmon 
with fino sherry, and beef loin with 
oloroso (from £35). 

After sherry, Jerez is perhaps best 
known for its traditional tabancos - 
originally wine, tobacco, and olive 
shops where workers would have 
their daily bracer. 

With time, they developed into 
bars and flamenco spots. Tabanco 
el Pasaje near the city’s main square 
opened in 1925 and is still going 
strong, its interior looking like a 
cross between a set for Bargain Hunt 
and an old-school ironmonger. The 
bar overlooks a small stage. 

Soon after 9pm a woman clad in 
black with a racy scarlet underskirt 
takes to the stage accompanied by 
a guitarist and a young male singer. 
As the music starts, she stands and 
begins to tap her feet in an almost 
trance-like state. Starting slowly, 
the tempo increases until there’s a 
machine-gun fusillade of taps as she 
rampages across the stage, stamp¬ 
ing, shaking and casting haughty 
looks of pure disdain at the audience. 

After that there’s only thing to do, 
really. I order another sherry. 
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If you’re

Anni Albers’exhibition is the Tate’s first major 
show of textile art in decades. By Hettie Judah 
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THE BALTIMORE MUSEUM OF ART: DECORATIVE ARTS FUND, AND CONTEMPORARY CRAFTS FUND 


A bove all, the weaver 
Anni Albers was con¬ 
cerned with touch. In 
wool, hemp, silk and 
even cellophane she 
created surfaces bold and subtle 
that begged to be felt. Oh, the cru¬ 
elty of placing these landscapes 
for the hand beyond the reach 
of inquisitive fingertips! Apart 
from a final touchy-feely display 
of yarns and knots, the only way 
we can explore Albers’ work at the 
Tate Modern is with our eyes. 

We’re used to seeing abstract, 
geometric artworks in this muse¬ 
um: floating architectural shapes 
by Kazimir Malevich, coloured 
grid paintings by Piet Mondrian, 
Agnes Martin’s stripes, wall draw¬ 
ings by Sol LeWitt. These forms 
and compositions have become 
emblematic of modernity and the 
great wrench away from repre¬ 
sentational art in the early years 
of the last century. 

What changes when those geo¬ 
metric abstractions appear as 
textiles? Standing in the museum 
now, looking at Albers’ weaving 
hanging on the walls, it seems of a 
piece with the work of her contem¬ 
poraries in more traditional “fine 
art” forms. 

Art history was not always so 
open-minded, however. Tate Mod¬ 
ern’s new Albers collection is the 
first major textile art exhibition to 
be held in this museum in 18 years. 

Born in Berlin in the final year 
of the nineteenth century, Albers 
enrolled as a student at the Bau- 
haus school in Dessau in 1922. 
After the Nazis forced the Bau- 
haus to close in 1933, she and her 
husband Josef were invited to 
teach at Black Mountain College 
in North Carolina. 

An experimental, communal, 


creative environment, at Black 
Mountain practitioners of differ¬ 
ent backgrounds and disciplines 
intermingled, among them Wil¬ 
lem and Elaine de Kooning, Rob¬ 
ert Rauschenberg, John Cage and 
Merce Cunningham. 

Albers was positioned at the 
heart of the avant-garde, first in 
Europe and then in the US. Her 
work was the subject of a solo ex¬ 
hibition at the Museum of Modern 
Art in New York in 1949. 

She wrote hugely influential 
books, among them On Weaving 
(1965), which remains in print 
over 50 years later. 

But, you know: textiles, that’s 
women’s stuff. Craft. Apparently 
it doesn’t have the masculine her¬ 
oism of painting. At the end of the 
preliminary course at Bauhaus, 
Albers had wanted to study in the 
painting workshop, but for all the 
school’s proclaimed egalitarian 
ideals, female students weren’t al¬ 
lowed to study architecture, paint¬ 
ing, or sculpture, so she wound up, 
so to speak, with weaving; “the 
least objectionable choice”. It 
was through the medium of yarn 
that her ideas on colour and form 
found their expression. 

The opening room of this Tate 
show positions Albers firmly as a 
modernist, part of a grand, stern 
abstract tradition creating formal, 
gridded, woven compositions in 
restrained colours. 

Actually, as we soon discover, 
Albers had a playful sense of 
colour and texture: she loved

the intense pink associated with 
Mexican textiles, the sparkle she 
achieved by adding cellophane to 
her weavings, and the glittering 
brilliance of metallic threads. 

A number of rooms show Al¬ 
bers’ pictorial weavings: small 
compositions intended to be 
framed and displayed on the wall. 
Among these are works that edge 
close to representation: Pasture 
(1958) suggests a green meadow 
flecked with spring flowers; City 
(1949) the geometric towers of 
New York; South of the Border 
(1958) all hot orange, yellow and 
stone, could be a desert landscape 
at sunset. 

Others are pure experiments 
in form and technique. In the long 
horizontal work Dotted (1959), 
bobbles of wool poke themselves 
impertinently through the sur¬ 
face like opossum noses. Varia¬ 
tions on a Theme (1958) has plastic 
rods woven through twists of yarn 
that appear to float within the 
textile. I walked through the ex¬ 
hibition beside a pair of weavers 
who frequently bemoaned the fact 
that they couldn’t see the back of 
the panels to work out how she 
achieved these effects; this is com¬ 
plicated stuff. 

In striking later works, Albers 
stitched plump supplementary 
threads through the warp of a fin¬ 
ished weaving to create a doodling 
line across the surface, suggestive 
of written text. The most dramatic 
is Six Prayers (1966-67), commis¬ 
sioned as a holocaust memorial 
work for the Jewish Museum in 
New York. 

Albers was from a Jewish fam¬ 
ily and had been baptised, but 
considered herself Jewish only “in 
the Hitler sense”. The Six Prayers 
resemble sacred scrolls covered

in indecipherable text; universal 
prayers to six million dead, ex¬ 
pressed in the action of the hand, 
rather than written in words. 

Text and textile share a com¬ 
mon Latin root - texere, to weave 
- the idea that cloth carries mean¬ 
ing as well as function is implicit. 
From the US, Albers and her hus¬ 
band Josef made important trips 
to Central and South America. 
These had a huge impact on Al¬ 
bers’ work. She started collecting 
ancient weavings from Mexico 
and Peru, fascinated both by their 
communicative power and techni¬ 
cal mastery. 

Albers was explicit in acknowl¬ 
edging how much she had learnt 
from other weaving traditions: 
detailed images of pieces from her 
collection play a starring role in 
On Weaving. 

Tate has given these textiles 
and fragments a starring role 
in the exhibition too, displaying 
them in long vitrines in a central 
room alongside Albers’ writings 
and diagrams. 

These textiles spoke to her, and 
she passed on what she learnt 
in turn. At Black Mountain Col¬ 
lege she even introduced Peru- 
vian-style backstrap looms into 
her lessons. 

Today, both the Bauhaus 
and Black Mountain College 
are venerated as crucibles of 
radical creative invention in the 
twentieth century. 

This is a sharp reminder of 
how important forms and ideas 
from outside of Europe and North 
America were to them. 

Albers also worked closely with 
leading architects of her time, 
Walter Gropius and Mies Van 
Der Rohe - the founder, and sub¬ 
sequent director of the Bauhaus. 


Both, like Albers, fled Germany 
for the US in the years leading up 
to the Second World War. 

They designed for steel, glass 
and concrete: their buildings were 
the archetypes of what we now 
consider modern architecture. All 
those hard surfaces and soaring 
windows desperately needed tex¬ 
tiles as a softening interface. 

For the glass walls, Albers de¬ 
veloped filmy translucent curtain 
fabrics that diffused the sunlight. 
She also designed crisp geometric 
upholstery fabric for Knoll, a man¬ 
ufacturer of modern furniture. 

There’s a gorgeous soft curtain 
textile here that she developed 
for the Rockefeller Guest House 
in New York. It’s a raw coloured 
chenille threaded through with 
copper: during the day, she said, 
it looked like potato sacking, but 
it came alive at night, reflect¬ 
ing back the electric light with a 
warm, sparkling glow. 

Albers saw a new role for the 
weaver amidst this modern, steel- 
reinforced architecture: as well as 
providing the softening interface 
for human inhabitants, textiles 
could provide suspended screens 
and temporary walls. 

She imagined a museum where 
the work was shown on textile 
panels: “Such fabric walls could 
have varying degrees of trans¬ 
parency or be opaque, even 
light-reflecting.” 

In homage to this idea, the ex¬ 
hibition has been designed with 
planes of lemon yellow and mid¬ 
night blue, and screen walls fit¬ 
ted with fine fabric that allow soft 
light to flow between the spaces. I 
think Albers would approve.

Gripping series finale 
delivers with plenty of 
dramatic moments

» Making a Murderer Netflix Available 


T o create one gripping 
thriller that gets the 
nation talking is no mean 
feat - to do it twice in a 
row should be enough to land the 
commissioning editors at the BBC 
drama department a very generous 
Christmas bonus. 

The twist at the end of the third 
episode of The Cry - Joanna (Jenna 
Coleman) is on trial for the murder 
of her manipulative partner, 
Alistair (Ewen Leslie), rather than 
her baby son, Noah - set the scene 
for a finale that would yield as many 
dramatic moments and answer as 
many questions as Bodyguard. 

And by and large, it delivered. 

I’ve occasionally found the pace a 
little deliberate (especially after 
the non-stop adrenaline rush of 
Bodyguard) and again there was 
no stinting on the slow torture as 
Joanna kept up the pretence of 
Noah’s “kidnapping” and Alistair 
(Ewen Leslie) continued his icy, 
insidious campaign to hide the 
truth and blame her for everything 
- behaviour that was not so much 
gaslighting as powering up the 
National Grid. 

As the police investigation in 
Australia scaled down and they 
were allowed to return home to 
Glasgow, things only got worse, 
when Alistair set new standards for 
bare-faced hypocrisy by becoming 
a spokesman for a charity helping 
bereaved parents. 

It all helped to trap the viewer in 
Joanna’s nightmare. But that sense 

Joanna and 
Alistair's encounter 
brought their toxic 
relationship to a head 

of intolerable pressure was firmly 
established early in the series. 

As the episode wore on, I began 
to wonder if the slow-burning 
tension would result in an over- 
hasty and messy tying up of the 
loose ends. 

But the climax came up trumps. 
Joanna’s decision to engage with 
the charity led to her reading 
messages of support - including 
one from a fellow passenger on 
their flight to Australia which 
jogged her memory about the 
tragic events that followed. 

It led to an encounter that 
brought a toxic relationship to 
a head and engineered a taut 
courtroom drama. There were 
still a few questions at the end, 
but that seemed fitting for a 
series that’s been a complex and

nuanced human drama as well as a 
compelling mystery. 

Plaudits all round to 
screenwriter Jacquelin Perske 
(adapting Helen FitzGerald’s 
novel), director Glendyn Ivin and 
a top-notch cast. Coleman should 
definitely be in the frame come 
awards season, poignant but steely 
while coping with unimaginable 
guilt and turmoil. As she said in her 
final words to the court, whatever 
punishment it might decide, “I’ve 
already been to Hell”. 

True-life crime provided just 
as much drama on Netflix, as 
Making a Murderer returned. The 
first series of the documentary 
examining the (possibly flawed) 
conviction of a Wisconsin man was 
one of its biggest hits. 

It also created a media circus 
and accusations of exploitation 
which the directors Laura 
Ricciardi and Moira Demos seemed 
to acknowledge in the opening 
episode. A clash between rival 
protesters outside the local police 
HQ climaxed with one man yelling: 
“Don’t let Netflix tell you what to 
think.” And there was a concerted 
effort to acknowledge that Teresa 
Halbach, murdered in 2005, was a 
person and not just “the victim”. 

But Steven Avery and his 
nephew, Brendan Dassey 
(convicted as an accomplice), 
maintain they didn’t do it. And as 
Avery engaged one of America’s 
most successful appeal lawyers, 
Kathleen Zellner, there was a vivid 
sense that the labyrinthine US legal 
process is weighted against those 
who don’t have the resources to 
work it. A gruelling watch, then - 
but an important one.

Jeff Lynne’s ELO

Jeff Lynne is one of the rock 
world’s most enduring, if 
enigmatic, figures. Forming the 
Electric Light Orchestra in the 
early 70s, he helmed a brand of 
symphonic rock that cushioned 
earthy vocals and searing guitar 


breaks against a melodic string 
section. And, Like The Beatles, he 
had the knack for writing great 
songs with catchy hooks, leading 
to an unbroken run of 15 U K top 20 
singles between 1976 and 1981. 

After ELO disbanded in 1986, 
Lynne - along with Bob Dylan, 


George Harrison, Roy Orbisonand 
Tom Petty - became part of the 
Travelling WiLburys supergroup. 
He then entered a fallow period 
before re-emerging in 2013 with a 
reformed ELO and a new album. 

Apart from a brief “Hi, it’s 
great to be back in London”, the 


70-year-oLd Lynne, hidden behind 
dark glasses and clad in black, 
doesn’t bother much with stage 
chat. Instead he Lets the music 
speak for him. 

There’s nothing that you 
might call new - the touching 
ballad “When I Was a Boy” is the 
only track off 2013’s Alone in the 
Universe to be heard. Instead, with 
almost pinpoint accuracy, Lynne 
and the 12-piece band recreate 
ELO’s greatest moments. You’re 
enveloped in a warm sea of 
anthemic orchestral pop where 
hit follows hit. 

Some numbers jumped out: 
“Rockaria!” with its vaulting 
operatic introduction by backing 
singer Melanie Lewis-McDonald 
and “Livin’ Thing”, which allows 
sisters Amy Langley on cello 
and Rosie Langley on violin to 
impress and positively dazzle. 

There’s a brief pause when 
Lynne introduces the band with 
the heartfelt but slightly puzzling 
“I wouldn’t be in this group if it 
wasn’t this group”. But then it’s 
a crowd-pleasing, symphonic- 
fuelled run to the finish. 

The catchy “Telephone Line” is 
followed by the rock-heavy “Don’t 
Bring Me Down” and the riff-fiLLed 
“Turn to Stone” before ending, 
inevitably, with the irresistible 
“Mr Blue Sky”. Except of course 
it doesn’t end there. After the 
stamping and cheering comes an 
encore of “Roll Over Beethoven” 
that doesn’t just roll over the 
exalted composer but invites him 
to participate as Beethoven’s 5th 
Symphony segues into the Chuck 
Berry classic. 

Before this concert I had friends 
asking me: “Are ELO stiLL going?” 
Tonight’s concert gave a warm, 
fuzzy, joyous and ultimately Life- 
affirming answer to that question.

Dismembered Limbs crawling 
across stage, arrows riding high 
and astronauts padding over 
a lunar Landscape - surrealist 
nightmares are rarely this much 
fun.

Then he had Bjork and a plunge 
pool - and for the smaller stage 
his ambition is no Less grand.

Instead of a narrative 
or coherent structure, we get 
macabre stiLL Lifes and dreamlike 
images, centred around sleight-of- 
hand stage tricks and a moveable 
floor. There are references to 
Botticelli, EL Greco and Rembrandt, 
whose Anatomy Lesson is 
recreated, entrails and all, only 
for the mortuary slab to morph 
into a dining table and a gruesome 
feast.

Wise Children

Two years on from being 
squeezed out of her role running 
Shakespeare’s Globe, Emma Rice 
returns with a new company, 
Wise Children. That’s also the 
name of the bawdy and ebullient 
show with which she Launches it: 
an adaptation of Angela Carter’s 
1991 novel, a tangled family 
saga about the friction between 
highbrow art and culture’s 
grubbier, grittier forms. 

Aptly, it’s a story of ageing and 
rebirth, steeped in Shakespeare 
and canny about the problems of 
his status as a national treasure. It 
delights in the idea of doubleness 
and division - twins and mirror 
images, communities broken in 
half, the north and south sides of 
London - as well as in the skew- 
whiff and the off-kiLter, whether 
it’s cross-dressing or the crossed 
wires of comic misadventure. 

The narrator is wisecracking 
Dora Chance, who reminisces 
about her Life on the stage. She 
and her twin sister Nora are 
apparently the illegitimate 
offspring of Melchior Hazard, 
a Shakespearean actor who 
behaves as if he’s royalty. The 
Chances, based in Brixton, have 


a turbulent career in song-and- 
dance, whereas the Hazards - 
including poisonous twins Saskia 
and Imogen - Live in Chelsea and 
favour classical drama. 

Theatreland is the story’s hero, 
and it comes across as a messily 
convivial place, full of greasepaint 
and emotion, antiquated jokes 
and giddy musical numbers 
(the songs are by Ian Ross). It’s 
all sold with a rich sense of the 
surreal - by Gareth Snook as the 
75-year-oLd Dora, Katy Owen as 
the twins’ potty-mouthed granny, 
Paul Hunter as both Melchior 


and punning comedian Gorgeous 
George, and Omari Douglas 
and Melissa James, who are 
electrifying as the Chances in their 
showgirl heyday. 

Sometimes the theatrical 
in-jokes come too thick and fast, 
and the final scenes drag. But 
Emma Rice does justice to the 
verve and racy humour of Carter, 
and the result is a pleasing oddity, 
tinged with melancholy yet joyous 
and inventive.

Governor claims £50,000in 
expenses in three months

Bank of England Governor Mark 
Carney and two of his US advisers 
have racked up more than £100,000 
on travel costs and taxis in just 
three months, figures have revealed 
just four months after the Bank 
was slammed by MPs over its 
“staggering” expenses. 

Figures released by the Bank show 
that Mr Carney claimed £50,664 in 
expenses between March and May, 
while US-based Financial Policy 
Committee (FPC) member Donald 
Kohn spent nearly £31,000 on travel 
including just three return flights 
from Washington to London. 

It emerged in a hearing with MPs 
on the influential Treasury Select 
Committee in June that external 
FPC members Mr Kohn and Anil 
Kashyap spent £390,000 in travel 


expenses over the past two-and- 
a-half years. This included more 
than £11,000 on one flight for Mr 
Kashyap from Chicago to London. 
Conservative MP Simon Clarke said 
it had “disturbing echoes” of the MPs’ 
expenses scandal. 

The most recent figures reveal 
further eye-watering expenses at 
the Bank, with Mr Carney spending 
£49,876 on foreign business travel 
between March and May and a 
further £781 on car hire and taxis. 

Nicky Morgan, chairwoman of

the committee, said the Bank’s staff 
expenses remain “staggeringly high”. 

Mr Kohn spent £595 on car hire 
and taxis on top of his mammoth 
flight expenses to attend FPC 
meetings between March and May. 
Mr Kashyap, meanwhile, forked out 
£22,266 on travel costs including 
three return flights from Chicago to 
London. His car hire and taxi costs 
added £337 on top. 

The Bank’s Chair of Court, Bradley 
Fried, assured the committee in a 
letter following the June hearing the 
Bank would “review and refresh” 
its travel and expenses policy and 
report back. 

Ms Morgan said: “The committee 
will keep a watchful eye on the 
review, and its impact on the 
Bank’s expenses.” 

Mr Carney has already sought to 
defend the Bank’s spending, claiming

in June the foreign travel expenses 
were justified. He said at the time 
the Bank is the “world’s leading 
international financial centre and the 
most complex in the world”, but that 
part of having to be at the “top table” 
for global meetings involved travel. 

Mr Fried said Mr Khon and Mr 
Kashyap’s expenses should be 
considered “in the context of their 
contribution to financial stability in 
the UK”.

Hamleys up for sale? Again? 

It appears so. The worLd-renowned 
toy seLLer couLd be up for grabs for 
the fourth time in 15 years after 
C.banner International HamLeys’ 
Chinese owner, Launched a strategic 
review of the firm it bought three 
years ago. Steps it could take include 
selling the retailer.

Why is the sale being explored? 

Several sources say that C.banner’s 
review was prompted by a host 
of Hamleys suitors expressing 
an interest in a sale. Corporate 
financiers Vemilion Partners have 
been drafted in to talk to potential 
buyers about terms - but C.banner 
says talks are only at a preliminary 
stage and may not Lead to a formal 
sale process. 

Why doesn’t C.banner want it? 

Probably out of necessity rather 
than preference. The Chinese firm 
reported multimiLLion-pound Losses 
Last week, with its Hamleys Global 
Holdings subsidiary clocking a 
pre-tax shortfall of £l2m for 2017, 
citing “market pressures including 


currency effects”, though it did 
report a 2.7 per cent rise in Like- 
for-Like sales growth and predicted 
it would return to profitability in 
the next year. C.banner has been 
staging somewhat of a retreat from 
the British retail sector in recent 
months, though: it abandoned plans 
to buy a controlling stake in House 
of Fraser just before Mike Ashley’s 
takeover of the department store. 

And what’s next for Hamleys? 

After being bought by Icelandic 
investment firm Baugar in 2003, 
French retailer Groupe Ludendo 
in 2012 and C.banner in 2015, new 
bidders potentially include private 
equity firms and - you guessed it - 
the Sports Direct chief himself.

Addison Lee 
to launch 
self-driving 
taxis by 2021

Addison Lee has unveiled plans to 
launch self-driving taxis in London 
by 2021 as it joins the autonomous 
vehicle road race. 

The firm has formed a strategic 
alliance with ground transportation 
business Oxbotica, which special¬ 
ises in self-driving vehicle software. 
Together, the duo will create digital 
maps of more than 250,000 miles of 
public roads in and around the capi¬ 
tal, pinpointing the position of every 
kerb, landmark, and traffic light be¬ 
fore autonomous cars are driving on 
UK roads. 

Addison boss Andy Boland said: 
“Urban transport will change be¬ 
yond recognition in the next 10 years 
with the introduction of self-driving 
services, and we intend to be at the 
very forefront of this change by act¬ 
ing now. 

“Autonomous technology holds 
the key to many of the challenges we 
face in transport. By providing ride¬ 
sharing services, we can help address 
congestion, free space used for park¬ 
ing, and improve urban air quality 
through zero-emission vehicles.” 

Addison Lee’s long-term aim is 
to take a slice of the expanding car 
services market for connected au¬ 
tonomous vehicle technology, which 
is forecast to be worth £28bn in the 
UK by 2035. 

Chancellor Philip Hammond has 
thrown his weight behind autono¬ 
mous cars, saying that he wants “gen¬ 
uine driverless vehicles” on Britain’s 
roads, also by 2021. To this end, the 
Law Commission has been asked to 
conduct a review of UK driving rules.

How online data is helping citizens 
hold corrupt governments to account

J ust as the internet has 
provided unimagined 
opportunities for sinister 
forces to spy on our affairs, 
it gives citizens the means to 
shine a spotlight on the criminal and 
the corrupt. Thus we saw how the 
investigative website Bellingcat was 
able to use open-source intelligence 
(Osint) techniques to unmask the 
Russian agents responsible for the 
Salisbury poisonings. 

One of the hitmen, Dr Alexander 
Yevgenyevich Mishkin, had sought 
to erase his digital footprint 
entirely, but was identified by digital 
searches of historic St Petersburg 
resident directories, Moscow 
telephone and vehicle insurance 
databases, and photo matching of 
passport records. 

Increasingly, in an online 
world where almost nothing goes 
unrecorded, there is no place left 
for killers to hide in anonymity. So 
the BBC’s Africa Eye investigations 
unit was able last month to name 
the perpetrators of a filmed atrocity 
in a remote village in Cameroon 
by using techniques in geolocation 
(satellite pictures), chronolocation 
(studying the sun’s position 
in online pictures) and social 
media analysis. 

The Cameroon government 
had previously dismissed the 
viral video, showing its soldiers 
murdering women and children, 
as “fake news”. The BBC team 
led by Aliaume Leroy and Ben 
Strick, supported by citizen 
journalists, Bellingcat investigators 
and Amnesty International 
researchers, outed the killers using 
open-source methods. 

Modern war crimes are unlikely 
to go undetected. Ethnic cleansing 


in the forests of Democratic 
Republic of Congo this year was 
monitored remotely by Malachy 
Browne’s New York Times visual 
investigations team, which 
used Nasa satellites to decipher 
burned villages. 

Bellingcat, which began as 
the humble Brown Moses blog, is 
the subject of an upcoming film 
documentary. Bellingcat: Truth in a 
Post-Truth World has been produced 
in the Netherlands where the 
Leicester-based website is admired 
for its work on the downing of the 
Malaysian airliner MH17 (shot 
down by a Russian missile) in 2014. 


The site encourages public-spirited 
citizens to adopt its methods 
in an online toolkit, a 19-page 
document citing dozens of free 
databases, mapping services and 
techniques for sifting photos and 
social networks. 

Eliot Higgins, the former finance 
worker who founded Bellingcat, 
believes “there’s definitely a lot 
more” that large news organisations 
could do to deploy open-source 
investigation in their work. 

“This doesn’t have to be about 
big international topics, I think 
there’s a lot smaller local press 
could do with online open source 


investigations to report on issues 
that affect their readers,” he tells 
me. “We’re working on developing 
projects that will allow us to engage 
more with local media.” 

Alastair Reid has been hired 
by the Press Association (PA) as 
its social media journalist and 
recently used open-source methods 
to expose how the former English 
Defence League leader Tommy 
Robinson received £20,000 in 
bitcoin donations after being jailed 
this year. Robinson posted details 
of his bitcoin account, which lists all 
transactions, on YouTube. 

Reid expects open-source 


techniques to expand rapidly. “I 
don’t think it will be many years 
before it’s something that every 
journalist will have working use of.” 

Dorothy Byrne, head of news 
and current affairs at Channel 
4, describes Bellingcat' s work as 
“thrilling” and has asked Higgins 
for training. She says that tracking 
methods that were once the domain 
of authoritarian regimes can now 
be used by citizens “to find out what 
the security services are doing”. 

As someone who has overseen 
painstaking TV investigations 
into ethnic cleansing campaigns 
and war crimes, she believes 
open-source tools offer a potential 
breakthrough in bringing 
perpetrators to justice. “Even if 
you’ve aged and are wearing a 
beard they will be able to find you,” 
she says. “Evil people should now 
be slumbering fitfully because the 
tools are there to find them out.” 

Louisa Compton, commissioning 
editor of Channel 4’s Dispatches, 
sees open source as part of a 
technology-driven arsenal that 
includes drone cameras and 
mobile filming. She praises the 
transparency of Bellingcat' s 
reporting. “Being able to show 
your working is so important to 
the audience.” 

This methodology gives 
Bellingcat' s reports a detective 
narrative that appeals to modern 
audiences, which are showing 
renewed appetite for investigations 
in film and podcast. Investigative 
reporting has the wind in its sails 
once more. But these same open- 
source tools are freely available to 
everyone, from NGOs to victims 
of crime. Citizen journalism has 
truly arrived.

Facebook’s hire of Sir Nick Clegg 
- announced on Friday as its new 
vice-president, global affairs and 
communications - intrigues on a 
number of levels. 

It shows how determined 
(desperate?) the tech behemoth 
is to rebuild trust with a number 
of important stakeholders. 
Clegg’s predecessor as comms 
VP was Rachel Whetstone, 
former adviser to David 
Cameron, who recently left 
forNetflix. 

But Clegg is a bigger 
political fish than Whetstone, 
particularly in Europe, where 
Facebook has managed to lose 
a lot of friends over the past 
year. One expects Clegg to focus 
on global affairs - ie lobbying 


and public affairs - rather than 
classic PR and comms, in which 
he has little experience. 

In the UK particularly, 
Facebook has had a torrid 
year. It has been attacked both 
by politicians - particularly 
in the aftermath of the 
Cambridge Analytica scandal 
- and newspapers, which 
have campaigned against 
Facebook’s inability to remove 
content posted by terrorists 
and paedophiles. 

Clegg is unlikely to make 
much headway in Facebook’s 
relationships with British 
papers, where the underlying 
anger derives from the tech 
firm’s devastation of their 
traditional ad revenues. But a 


man widely liked in Westminster 
and Brussels maybe able to 
rebuild some political bridges in 
a year when Facebook executives 
have been hauled in front of 
select committees on both sides 
of the Atlantic. 

Moreover, Clegg’s hire shows 
how important reputation and 
trust have become to major 
corporations, even the unicorns 
of Silicon Valley. For many years 
such meteoric enterprises 
thought they could ride out 
poor publicity. 

They have more recently 
grasped that damaging stories 
over ethics could jeopardise 
their very licence to operate. 
Hence we have seen an 
advertising charm offensive 


by Facebook since the spring 
and it emerges that both 
Mark Zuckerberg and Sheryl 
Sandberg have been personally 
wooing the former UK deputy 
PM for months. 

Ultimately, the hire of Clegg 
is further proof that business 
is becoming the new politics. 

In a polarising world of Trump 
and Brexit, the political debate 
feels moribund to many of us; 
precisely why we find political 
figures, from David Miliband 
to George Osborne, choosing to 
pursue their careers in the more 
dynamic sphere where business 
and media collides.

Staff days off due to financial 
worries ‘cost employers £1.6bn’

UK workers are taking over four 
million days off a year and costing 
their employers £1.6bn due to their 
own financial worries, research car¬ 
ried out by pension and investment 
firm Aegon finds. 

A report compiled by Aegon 
and the Centre for Economics and 
Business Research (Cebr) shows 
that employees tend to worry more 
about money at work than other is¬ 
sues affecting them, such as family 
problems or health concerns. 

One in 10 respondents say that a 
lack of financial wellbeing has had a 
negative impact on their productiv¬ 
ity at some point in the past three 
years, while 55 per cent say they 
are sometimes distracted by money 
worries when at work. Extrapolat¬ 


ing for the population, Aegon and 
the Cebr say this equates to 4.2 mil¬ 
lion lost days of work each year, cost¬ 
ing employers £150 a day. 

Young workers are also dis¬ 
proportionately worried 
by money problems de¬ 
spite most of the 2,000 
respondents to the 
survey saying they i 
are doing “everything 
they can” to secure ! 
their long-term finan¬ 
cial future: 46 per cent 
of under-35s said they 
have prepared financially ^ 
for later life, compared with 
37 per cent of over-55s. 

On the other hand, 43 per cent of 
those in the younger age group say 
they feel they will not have every¬ 
thing they want in life due to finan¬

cial pressures. These worries are 
more keenly felt at smaller firms: 34 
per cent of those at small companies 
say they are “only getting by” finan¬ 
cially, compared with 28 per 
cent at larger firms. 

Ronnie Taylor, work¬ 
place savings director 
at Aegon, said: “Poor 
financial wellbeing is 
a huge issue impact¬ 
ing both employ¬ 
ers and employees. 
There is a need for 
^ businesses to under¬ 
stand more about this 
issue and urgently address 
its causes.” 

The report finds a strong link 
between employers that fail to pro¬ 
vide financial education to employ¬ 
ees and employees with the lowest 


financial wellbeing scores, a meas¬ 
ure established by the US Consum¬ 
er Financial Protection Bureau and 
adapted for the UK, taking account 
of ability to absorb a financial shock 
or make choices that allow them to 
enjoy life. 

Aegon also found that 45 per cent 
of employers felt they would be “in¬ 
truding” if they approached employ¬ 
ees about financial worries. 

Mr Taylor added: “Many aren’t 
aware of what they can offer em¬ 
ployees... That needs to change.”

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Breeders' Cup 
quandary for 
Roaring Lion

A crack at the Breeders’ Cup would 
be a “shot to nothing” for Roaring 
Lion, according to his connections. 

The John Gosden-trained 
three-year-old won his 
fourth straight Group One 
on British Champions 
Day, over a trip short 
of his best on ground 
that was not ideal in 
the Queen Elizabeth II 
Stakes.

and-a-quarter horse in the world and 
he can overcome all of the difficulties 
that would go with running a horse 
on dirt for the first time,” the owner’s 
racing manager, David Redvers, told 
Racing UK.

With the coveted 
crown having headed to Ballydoyle 
for the past two seasons, the New¬ 
market handler foiled the hat-trick 
after taking Britain’s most valuable 
race day by storm at Ascot to wrap 
up the title with over two months left. 

Gosden (left) said: “I gave the cup 
to Aidan and he had to give it to me 
this year.

Tearful Edmund 
holds his nerve 
against Monfils 
to land first title

There were tears of joy for British 
No 1 Kyle Edmund as he defeated 
Gael Monfils to win his first ATP 
Tour title at the European 
Open in Antwerp. 

Edmund, who will rise 
to a career-high 14th in 
the world today, lost 
a set for first the time 
in the tournament as 
Monfils made a fast 
start. But he remained 
composed and fought 
back to win 3-6,7-6(2), 7-6(4) 
in just under two and a half hours. 

“I’ve not been able to string to¬ 
gether my matches to win tourna¬ 
ments,” Edmund, said. 

“There’s always been something 
to let me down. It’s been one of my 
goals to be more consistent. 

“Today I had to really dig deep 
and it’s great I’ve been able to have 
this experience and come through. 
It gives you so much belief and confi¬ 
dence for the next time.” 

It is the latest breakthrough mo¬ 
ment in a season of them for the 
23-year-old Yorkshireman, who 
reached his first grand slam semi¬ 
final at the Australian Open in Janu¬ 
ary, became British number one and 
climbed into the world’s top 20. Ed¬ 


mund struggled with the occasion 
in his first ATP final in Marrakech 
earlier this season but held his nerve 
superbly here. 

Edmund had made no secret of 
his desire to win a title sooner 
rather than later and he was 
in tears as he embraced his 
support team. One break 
of serve proved enough 
for Monfils (above) to 
take the opening set and 
the flamboyant French¬ 
man recovered from a 
break down to take the sec¬ 
ond to a tie-break, which top 
seed Edmund dominated. 

It took another tie-break to de¬ 
cide the match after both men saved 
two break points in the third set, 
and this one was much tighter, but 
a mini-break for 5-3 proved crucial 
for Edmund, who clinched victory 
on his first match point. 

Edmund was not the only British 
winner on Sunday with Luke Barn- 
bridge and Jonny O’Mara, defeating 
third seeds Marcus Daniell of New 
Zealand and Dutchman Wesley 
Koolhof 7-5, 7-6 (8), to take the dou¬ 
bles title at the Stockholm Open. 

Greece’s Stefanos Tsitsipas 
claimed his first ATP title in the sin¬ 
gles as he beat Ernest Gulbis 6-4,6-4.

Koepka climbs to top of the pile 
with victory in South Korea 


Three-time major winner Brooks 
Koepka closed out victory in the C J

Itoje grows in 
stature while 
Cipriani is

As Eddie Jones surveys the 
damage that six rounds of the 
Premiership and two in Eu¬ 
rope have caused to his squad 
this week he will at least be able 
to reassure himself his prized 
asset has survived relatively 
unscathed.

“It was a unique kind of try,” 
said Saracens director of rugby, 
Mark McCall. “He is carrying the 
ball much better than he’s ever 
carried before. He looked really 
athletic. Maro works on every¬ 
thing.

Leinster’s impressive unbeaten 
run in the Heineken Champions 
Cup shuddered to a dramatic halt 
as the reigning champions fell to 
defeat at Pool 1 rivals Toulouse. 

After last weekend’s bonus- 
point victory over Wasps, Leinster 
- who won all their games on their 
march to the title last season - 
started the match at Stade Ernest 
Wallon as favourites against 
their fellow four-time European 
champions. 


But an end-to-end game turned 
on a raking length-of-the-field 
interception try in the dying 
minutes.

It took Leinster 20 minutes to 
mount their first extended sortie 
into opposition territory. But for 
Toulouse stepping offside, that 
attack would have ended with 
the score at 21-0 as Cheslin Kolbe 
intercepted the final pass and 
ran free. Instead, Johnny Sexton 
reduced the arrears by three. 

The pressure was building 
and it was not long before the 
inevitable try followed.

Emery disagrees with 
Wenger on Ozil and aims 
to close gap at the top

Arsenal head coach Unai Emery 
believes Mesut Ozil’s international 
retirement will work in his side’s 
favour, dismissing suggestions made 
by predecessor Arsene Wenger 
that the playmaker will now lack 
“motivation.” 

Wenger pointed out during the 
international break that Ozil’s re¬ 
tirement from Germany duty may 
impact on his Arsenal performances 
as he no longer has a World Cup or 
European Championships to aim for. 

But Emery feels the North London¬ 
ers have benefited from having two 
weeks working with Ozil in order to 
get him used to his way of thinking, 
and now expects to see the best from 
him. 

“I [can’t] explain with the players 
who are playing with the national 
teams,” he said. “Also it is not easy as 
they are playing two matches. 

“When the players stop for these 
games maybe it can do the focus 
more for us, with training and im¬ 
proving on things. It could help him 
find our idea more quickly.” 

Ozil endured a difficult World Cup 
and then announced he was quitting 
the international scene in an angry 
outburst against his treatment from 
the German FA. But he has produced 
a much improved opening to this sea¬ 
son where he has now scored three 
goals in his last five games to help 
provide supporters with optimism 
amid a stylish start under Emery. 

Arsenal may have lost their first 
two games to Manchester City and 
Chelsea but now have won nine 
matches on the spin in all competi¬ 
tions prompting fans to sing “we’ve 
got our Arsenal back” during the 5-1 
victory at Fulham last time out. 

Now the message from Emery is 
clear ahead of tonight’s home game 
against Leicester City: don’t stop 
now. 

“We are doing our way and we are 
improving our things,” he said. “We 
need to carry on to find our best in¬ 
dividual and collective performance 
to stay close to Manchester City and 
Chelsea. 

“But I say to you: we need to get 
better in a lot of things now. It is our 
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best target now: don’t stop. Think 
and analyse with the players to im¬ 
prove this. We need to stay with the 
best teams. We need to get better at 
different things. We need to continue 
working calmly.” 

Aaron Ramsey is set to feature 
for the first time for Arsenal tonight 
since confirming he will depart at 
the end of the campaign and not in 
January. 

The midfielder withdrew from in¬ 
ternational duty with Wales last week 
but will be involved in the squad for 
the match with Leicester. 

Emery has been reluctant to talk 
about Ramsey’s future following the 
withdrawal of contract talks which 
has seen former players David Sea¬ 
man, Paul Merson and Jack Wilshere 
all critical of the club’s stance. But he 
insists their views have been noted. 

“I respect every opinion for us, for 
me, because our work is in the focus 
for analysis for a lot of people like the 
press and the ex-players,” he said.

Pep Guardiola, not a manager

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Mourinho and Ianni could still be 
punished by FA for touchline brawl

The Football Association will re¬ 
view referee Mike Dean’s report 
today before deciding whether to 
take disciplinary action against 
Manchester United manager Jose 
Mourinho and Chelsea coach Marco 
Ianni as tempers rose at the end of 
the two sides’ 2-2 draw. 

Ross Barkley came from the 
bench to score a stoppage-time 
equaliser on Saturday, prompting 
Ianni, who joined Chelsea with man¬ 
ager Maurizio Sarri in the summer 
as the Italian’s second assistant, 
to leap from his seat in the dugout 
and celebrate furiously in front of 
United’s bench. 


Chelsea had taken an early lead, 
through Antonio Rudiger, but two 
second-half goals from Anthony 
Martial had United in front until 
Barkley struck in the sixth 
minute of added time. 

Ianni continued fist¬ 
pumping right in front 
of Mourinho (right), who 
bolted from his dugout 
seat when he noticed 
and chased the Chelsea 
coach down the Stamford 
Bridge tunnel. The Portu¬ 
guese had to be held back by 
stewards. 

Sarri admitted his colleague was 
in the wrong and indicated after the 
match that he would speak to Ianni 
personally yesterday. 


The coach was made to apologise 
to Mourinho in person at the stadium. 
But the matter may not end there 
and the FA will ascertain details of 
what occurred from the ref¬ 
eree’s report before decid¬ 
ing if further sanctions are 
required. 

Alan Pardew, then 
in charge of West Ham 
United, and former Ar¬ 
senal manager Arsene 
Wenger were charged 
with improper conduct for 
a touchline confrontation dur¬ 
ing a match in 2006 at Upton Park. 
Wenger was warned about his be¬ 
haviour and fined £10,000. 

Mourinho is already facing an FA 
charge of using “abusive, insulting or 


improper language” for comments 
he made directly into a television 
camera after United came from two 
goals behind to beat Newcastle Unit¬ 
ed a fortnight ago. 

Mourinho was also subjected to 
foul-mouthed abuse throughout 
Saturday’s match from Chelsea sup¬ 
porters, whose club he led to three 
Premier League titles. After the 
match, he flashed three fingers at 
those nearest to him as he strolled 
down the touchline. 

Chelsea manager Sarri called for 
his club’s supporters to show Mour¬ 
inho more respect. “Mourinho here 
has won and so I think that we need 
to respect him and to respect every¬ 
body who has won a trophy for the 
club,” he said.

Barkley a blank canvas as tattoo 
removal helps him focus on future

R oss Barkley was 14 years 
old when he had his first 
tattoo. He was big for 
his age, even then, and 
already looked like a 
young man, so when he turned up 
at the tattoo parlour no questions 
were asked as they inked away. 

He went back a few more times 
and steadily built up an impressive 
array of shapes, words and symbols 
on his body, marking important 
achievements as they arrived. And 
there were plenty, for a young, 
English player who broke through 
from Everton’s academy to make 
his first-team debut aged only 17. 

He was called up to Roy 
Hodgson’s England squad not two 


years later and was selected in the 
national team for the Brazil World 
Cup by 20. 

Barkley used to have a full sleeve 
wrapping around his left arm, a 
pattern mostly in black and shades 
of grey, with a few numbers - the 
No 8 he had in his last season 
at Everton and has now 
at Chelsea - a couple 
of red stars and some 
words and phrases 
in Mandarin and i 
English. The Roman I 
Numerals “XX.VIII. \ 

MMXI” stretched 
along his forearm - 
his debut against QPR 
on 20 August, 2011 and 
there was an Everton badge 
in there, too. 

But they have all gone now, 
after a visit to the tattoo removal 
centre Aestheticallyou last year. It 
may hurt some Evertonians that 


one of their own has removed the 
physical memories of his time there, 
etched on to his skin, but you can 
understand why Barkley may have 
wanted to erase some of the past. 

From teenage prodigy to 
frustratingly injured, he became 
_ so often absent he was 
unable ever to reach 
those comparisons to 
k Evertonian Wayne 
Rooney, who had 
come before him at 
his boyhood club, or 
Paul Gascoigne, one 
of the most gifted 
England players ever. 
“I got [the tattoos] 
at a young age and 
sometimes when you are 
young you do stupid things and 
not think about it,” Barkley said, 
after netting the late equaliser for 
Chelsea against Manchester United 
on Saturday. “But I went into it

too quick and over the years I felt I 
wanted to get them removed, so I 
went through the process in the last 
couple of years. My first tattoo was 
when I was 14.1 was a big lad so they 
didn’t question my age at the time. 

“I started getting them removed 
a couple of years ago. I would never 
rule out getting another, maybe 
when I have kids I might have 
something done to go with that.” 

It feels almost as though the 
tattoos have faded away underneath 
the long-sleeve shirts he mostly 
wears. Barkley has started playing 
on a blank canvas once again; no 
longer tied to predictions of the past 
or tormented by ‘what if’. No longer 
constantly reminded of what might 
have been, instead concentrating 
on what is still to come. It is easy to 
forget he is only 24 years old, and 
clear to see why a tattoo artist could 
have mistaken Barkley for a young 
man a decade ago. 

The strike against United was 
a second Chelsea goal in two 
games for his club. He also played 
a starring role in the centre of 
England’s midfield during the 
recent draw with World Cup 
runners-up Croatia and in the shock 
victory against Spain. Against the 
Spanish, his clipped ball to set up 
one of England’s goals was a pass 
not many players on this planet 
are able to perform. It is, Barkley 
believes, the best 10 days or so of his 
career. “Getting in the England side 
and getting in two good positive 
performances there and [then] with 
my first goal at Stamford Bridge 
was fantastic for me,” Barkley said. 
“I got a couple of goals and couple of 
assists and played well for England. 
It just shows to myself that hard 
work does pay off in the end. 

“I believe that I am a better 
player now. I’ve matured, I 
understand the game much more, 
which can be natural as you grow 
up. I’m 24 now. I am at a big club 
now with a lot of expectation and 
fantastic players around me, and 
my performances are showing it.” 

As new milestones arrive, as 
they surely will, maybe Barkley 
will think a little harder, next 
time, about whether to have them 
tattooed on his body.

The title will have to wait until Mex¬ 
ico. A top-six finish there will seal a 
fifth drivers’ crown for Lewis Ham¬ 
ilton, no matter what. In a stunning 
finale in Texas the Briton diced with 
Max Verstappen for the second place 
that might have made him king, and 
Sebastian Vettel duelled with Valtteri 
Bottas for the fourth place that would 
extend the championship for another 
week at least. 

Hamilton failed by a fag paper and 
Vettel got his man. And so we head 
across the border to Mexico City for 
the coronation on Sunday. It is never 
dull with Hamilton. All the permuta¬ 
tions that might have taken him to the 
championship boiled down to a 10-lap 
thrash to hunt down Verstappen. 

Out in front Kimi Raikkonen had 
the race under control. With Vettel 
in fifth, Hamilton needed only to pass 
the Red Bull to match Juan Manuel 
Fangio with five rings on his fingers. 
Only. This is Verstappen we are talk¬ 
ing about, arguably the one driver in 
the game with a genetic package the 
equal of Hamilton’s. 

By increments Hamilton reeled in 
the kid. With five laps to go the Steve- 
nage-born driver was in Verstappen’s 
dirty air, that unseen cloud of turbu¬ 
lence that beats the front end of the 
following car with a ton of bricks. 

With just two laps to go Hamilton 
was swinging back and forth behind 
the Red Bull, seeking the track posi¬ 
tion which would suck him up the 
inside.

Villeneuve: Lewis already 
a greater world champion 
than Schumacher was

Lewis Hamilton can beat Michael 
Schumacher’s Formula One records 
and become the most successful 
driver of all time and is already a 
greater world champion, according 
to the German’s old foe Jacques 
Villeneuve. 

The passing years 
have not mellowed the 
outspoken Canadian’s 
views on Schumacher, 
the man he beat 
to the 1997 world 
championship 
in controversial 
circumstances, and he 
pulls no punches. 

“I would rate Lewis above 
Michael, by miles,” Villeneuve said at 
the US Grand Prix. 

Schumacher won 
seven world titles, two at 
Benetton and the rest with 
Ferrari, and retired with a 
record 91 wins. Hamilton 
has 71 victories and four 
world crowns following last 
night’s race at the Circuit of nothing nasty

Villeneuve {above) said 
he could see Hamilton 
beating that win record, 
because there were now 21 
races a year and the Briton 
was averaging 10 a season. 

“The Mercedes era will be difficult 
to stop with these rules,” he said. 
Villeneuve said Schumacher, who 
has not been seen in public since a 
2013 skiing accident, would not even 
make his top five champions of all 
time. 

He listed instead Brazilian Ayrton 
Senna, Frenchman Alain Prost, 
Hamilton, Austrian Niki Lauda 
and Britain’s Jackie Stewart - all 
winners of at least three titles each. 

“There’s been too many negative 
stories. Too many question marks on 
how some races or championships 
were won. And being a great

champion is more than just winning 
races,” said the 47-year-old, who 
won his title with Williams, from 
Schumacher. 

Hamilton, he said, was completely 
different. 

“There’s very little negativity. 

You can like or not the way he is 
in life but there’s nothing nasty 
or negative with it. There’s 
nothing nasty towards his 
opponents. There’s respect 
towards his opponents,” 
he emphasised. 

“There’s no question 
mark on ‘Is he cheating or 
not? Has he been dirty?’. 
That makes a big difference. 
“And that’s how every 
champion should be. He shouldn’t 
just be neutral.” 

Villeneuve held up Hamilton as “a 
clean fighter” and one who 
has not had the benefit 
of special conditions and 
favours within his team, 
the Briton beaten in 2011 
by compatriot Jenson 
Button, who finished 
runner-up with McLaren, 
and Nico Rosberg at 
Mercedes in 2016. 

“If you look at Lewis, to 
a certain point he always 
had to fight his team-mate. 
It wasn’t clear cut from 
the first race that the team mate was 
there to help,” said the Canadian. 

Villeneuve said Hamilton’s win 
last month in Russia, where team¬ 
mate Valtteri Bottas was asked to 
let him pass, was different because 
it was late in the season and made 
sense strategically. 

Schumacher famously caused 
a storm in 2002 when Brazilian 
team-mate Rubens Barrichello was 
ordered to let the German win in 
Austria, only six races in. 

The Ferrari driver won a then- 
record 11 races that year and 
wrapped up the title with six rounds 
to spare.

Marquez wins 
title - then suffers 
shoulder injury

Spain’s Marc Marquez 
wrapped up his third straight 
MotoGP championship with 
victory at the Japanese Grand 
Prix yesterday after title rival 
Andrea Dovizioso fell on the 
penultimate lap while trying to 
find a way past the Honda rider. 

The 25-year-old, who later 
dislocated his shoulder while 
celebrating on the track, is now 
tied with Australian 
MickDoohanon 
five premier 
class world 
titles, with 
only Italians 
Valentino 
Rossi (seven) 
and Giacomo 
Agostini (eight) 
having won more. 

Marquez, who had 
sealed two of his previous titles 
at Motegi, moved 102 points 
clear of Ducati’s Dovizioso with 
three races remaining. 

Dovizioso started on pole 
and led for most of the race 
before Marquez, who started 
sixth, made his move with four 
laps left. Marquez had been 
on the Italian’s tail for much 
of the race and the pressure 
told on the Ducati rider as he 
relinquished the lead. Dovizioso 
attempted to move back past 
Marquez on the penultimate 
lap but pushed it too far and 
came off his bike. He recovered 
but eventually finished 18th. 

That left Marquez {above) 
knowing he was going to secure 
his fifth title as he completed 
his final lap, shaking his head in 
disbelief at the achievement. 

“I feel really, really good,” 
said Marquez. “After Aragon I 
already imagined that it will be 
here, but the good thing is when 
you have the first chance [to 
win the title], then you do it.” 

Marquez then managed to 
dislocate his shoulder while 
celebrating. “I just lay there on 
the asphalt and my brother and 
Jose put it in again,” Marquez 
said. “In December I need to 
make a stop with the doctor and 
for next year it will be perfect.”
